Cleveland, a 6-5 soph, is one of the most 
versatile athletes in the U.S. He was an All- 
American as a prep school star in both foot- 
ball and basketball and is still considered a 
first rate baseball prospect. He broke all Ala 
bama freshman scoring and rebounding rec- 
ords (25.8 points and 15.9 rebounds). 

The center spot is expected to be filled by 
freshman Leon Douglas, a 6-10 high school 
All-American, who averaged over 30 points 
and 25 rebounds his last two years at Colbert 
County High in Alabama.

After all, Hall will be taking over for the 
legendary Adolph Rupp, who guided the 
Wildcats for 42 years before being forced into 
retirement at the conclusion of the ‘71-'72 
season, 

The pressure on Hall should be unbear- 
able, especially if he fails to win the South- 
eastern Conference title which is usually con- 
ceded to the Wildcats. 

It used to be that way before the other 
teams in the league went out and upgraded 
their programs. 

Hall has the benefit of talent up from an 
undefeated freshman team which was consid- 
ered the finest since the days when Cliff 
Hagan and Frank Ramsey were yearlings at 
Kentucky. 

Three of the sophomores—Jimmy Dan 
Conner, Mike Flynn and Kevin Grevey—are 
expected to start, while two others, G.J. 
Smith and Bob Guyette, should see lots of 
playing time. 

Grevey, who is 6-8 and will start at one 
forward, led the frosh with a 22.2 scoring 
average. O'Conner, a 6-4 forward, who is 
adroit at playing in the backcourt, too, aver- 
aged 19 points and was the team leader in 
assists. Flynn, a 6-3 guard, hit at a 15.4 pace. 


Smith and Guyette both averaged over ten 
rebounds a game. 

The Kentucky frosh won 22 straight and 
averaged over 100 points a game. 

The remainder of the starting lineup will 
be filled by 6-11 senior center Jim Andrews, 
an All-SEC choice who averaged 21.5 points 
and 11.3 rebounds per contest, and 5-10 jun- 
ior guard Ronnie Lyons (13.2) 

If Hall decides to go for size, he can move

Year in and year out, the best coaching 
job in the Southeastern Conference is done by 
Tennessee's Ray Mears. Last year, the Vols, 
with nowhere near the raw talent of Ken- 
tucky or several other teams in the league, 
came within one point of winning it all. 

In 10 years at Tennessee, Mears has com- 
piled a remarkable 185-74 record. The 1967 
team won the SEC title. 

This time around the Vols have their top 
five scorers back and need only to find an 
adequate point guard to become a very strong 
contender for the league championship. 

Returning are 7-0 center Len Kosmalski, 
voted sophomore of the year by the league 
coaches. He averaged 19.5 points and nine 
rebounds a game and was the leading soph 
scorer in Tennessee history. Kosmalski enters 
the season following a bout with mononuc- 
leosis and his stamina will be questionable 
during the first month, 

Larry Robinson, who transferred from 
Ferrum J.C., wound up tallying 10.2 points 
and added nine rebounds a game. He also shot 
a creditable .549 from the floor. The other 
forward will be 6-7 senior Lloyd Richardson, 
who averaged 7.1 points and 5.3 rebounds per 
contest 

Mike Edwards, voted player of the year in 
the SEC by a wire service, is back for his 
senior year after averaging 19.4 points a game. 
Edwards has a great outside shot but tends to 
dominate the ball too much at times. 

John Snow, who shared duty with Rich- 
ardson and averagéd 10.1 points is also back 
and will be given a shot at trying to run the 
offense. Mears is also high on sophomore 
Rodney Woods and Senior Eddie Voelker. 

Mears dipped across the ocean to find a 
freshman recruit, 7-0 Kees Akerboom, of the 
Netherlands, considered the finest young 
player in Europe. He leads a strong frosh 
squad which also includes 6-10 Bob Brykalski, 
610 John Dye and 6-0 Dave Mitchell, None 
were All-Americans, but they're the type of 
players Mears builds great teams around. 


GEORGIA 


Last year, prior to the season, the Georgia 
Bulldogs were being billed as one of the chal- 
lengers for the Southeastern Conference title. 
They were, in fact, a pretty good club (14-12 
overall and 9-9 in the SEC) and there wasn't 
senior on the roster which augers well for the 
upcoming campaign. 

This time around, coach Ken Rosemond’s 
team has to be in the thick of the SEC race 
along with Alabama, Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee. 


Two weaker areas of the 1971-72 team 
(lack of depth and lack of height) can be 
measurably improved with the addition of 
sophs 6-10 Steve Waxman, 6-7 Billy Magarity 
and 6-6 Taylor Lovell.

He was the 
outstanding player in the Big Eight's pre-sea- 
son tournament 

He'll be joined at forward by 65 
muscularly built Al Eberhard, who was picked 
in some corners as the Big Eight Sophomore- 
of-the-Year. Eberhard averaged 13.9 points, 
second best on the club, and collected nine 
rebounds. 

Reserve help at the forwards will come 
from Felix Jerman, 6-5, who averaged 22.2 
for the freshmen, and 6-7 LaMont Turner, a 
prep All-American out of St. Louis.

In four of his five years at the helm, the 
Sooners have finished third or better in the 
Big Eight with back-to-back 19-victory 
seasons in 1969-70 and 1970-71, Those two 
seasons included trips to the National 
Invitation Basketball Tournament. Last sea- 
son Oklahoma was 14-12 and 9-5 in the 
Conference. 

The only returning starter is 6-9 center 
Ted Evans, a junior who averaged 10.2 points 
and seven rebounds a game. He'll be backed 
up by 6-9 junior Tom Holland (8.4) who may 
also start at forward, and 6-11, 220-pound 
sophomore John Powell 

Most likely, though MacLeod will go with 
6-3 senior Russell Burks and 6-5 junior Paul 
Crowell at the forwards.

SMU has the talent to be one of the finest 
teams produced by the Southwest Conference 
in more than a decade. If the Mustangs’ 
newcomers jell, the team, which tied for the 
leage crown a year ago, should win by at least 
two games. 

Despite the loss of three starters, the 
presence of junior college transfer Sam 
Hervey and freshman Ira Terrell, make SMU a 
formidable team. 

Hervey, a 6-7 forward from Kilgore (Tex.) 
Junior College, averaged 36.3 points last 
season and 32.4 as a freshman. He was second 
leading scorer in the nation in the JC ranks in 
1971-72 and turned down an $80,000 offer 
by the Memphis Pros. 

Terrell, a 6-8 center from Dallas, was one 
of the top prep players in the nation. He 
averaged 33 points and 28 rebounds for the 
Texas AAAA State Champions. 

They will be joined up front by 6-7 Ruben 
Triplett, who was All-SWC last season when 
he averaged 18 points and 10.8 rebounds per 
game. He was fifth leading scorer and second 
leading rebounder in the SWC. 

Backing up this formidable front line will 
be 68 Rusty Bourquein, top player on last 
year’s Baby Pony team with a 19.2 point and 
13 rebound average, 6-9 freshman Jeff 
Cummings, and 6-8 Clayton Korver, the sixth 
man last year, averaging 6.8 points and 5.8 
rebounds. 

Zack Thiel, a 6-0 guard who quarter- 
backed SMU's three-guard offense last season 
and was second team AIl-SWC, averaging 10 
points per contest, will likely team with 6-2 
Rick Billick in the back court. In reserve are 
two good sophomores, 6-3 Bill Marcellus 
(18.3) and 6-4 Jimmy Murphy (16.5 points 
and 12.1 rebounds) 

This is a team of the future and a year 
away from national prominence. 


TEXAS 


The Texas Longhorns return many of the 
key people who gave them their first South- 
west Conference championship in basketball 
in seven years. Coach Leon Black returns four 
starters from the lineup which posted a 19-9 
record last season, plu a trip to the NCAA 
Midwest Regional Tournament. 

Leading the way is 6-6 junior forward 
Larry Robinson, the Most Valuable Player in 
the SWC last year. Robinson, who played a 
couple of games with a broken foot, averaged 
21.9 points and 9.7 rebounds while shooting 
.503 from the floor. He was an 80 per cent 
free throw shooter, too. 

Besides Robinson, Texas returns 6-9 senior 
post man B.G. Broterhous, 6-8 forward John 
Mark Wilson and 5-10 Harry Larrabee from 
the starting team. 

Also back, but perhaps most likely at a 
new position is 6-6 Eric Groscurth, a senior 
who was a reserve forward. Groscurth is slated 
to get a look at the shooting guard position 
vacated by the graduation of Scooter Lenox. 

Groscurth averaged 7.8 points a game, 
Brosterhous 9.3, Wilson 10.4 and Larabee 6.9. 

Besides the returning starters, others who 
figure highly in the upcoming season include

Three years ago, Arkansas had one of the 
worst basketball teams in the country. Its 
program was headed nowhere. Then Lanny 
VanEman was hired and, while the success has 
been slow in coming, the Razorbacks are be- 
ing built into a valuable contender for the 
Southwest Conference crown. 

Arkansas has the potential to improve its 
8-18 record and 5-9 sixth place finish in the 
SWC by a good margin. The Razorbacks lose 
only one starter, guard Joel Jeider, and will 
have eight lettermen back, including six who 
received a starting assignment in at least one 
geme last year. 

If the Razorbacks merely turn around the 
close games they lost last year, they could 
vastly improve their record, Arkansas lost 
three by one-point, two by three points and 
one by four. The team led the SWC in scoring 
and ranked 17th nationally with 88.5 points 
per game. 

Leading the way are one of the better 
one-two scoring punches in the nation— 
Martin Terry and Dean Tolson. 

Terry, a 6-4 guard, established himself as 
one of the premier performers in the SWC, 
averaging 24.3 points a game, including a 
single game of 46, He established 18 
individual Arkansas scoring records. Tolson, a 
68 center, came on strongly and wound up 
averaging 15.5 points and 9.9 rebounds. He 
averaged more than 30 as a frosh two seasons 
ago. 

Joining Terry in the back court will be 
either letterman Jody Bass (5.3), 6-2 sopho- 
more Rickey Medlock (33.4) or freshman 6-3 
Lloyd Free. 

Up front with Tolson should start with 6-7 
Roger Spears (3.1) and 6-7 Doug Campbell 
(6.6) with 6-7 Denny White (6.4) in reserve. 

VanEman wauld have been a threat for 
the title had he recruited 6-9 Major Jones from 
Tiller, Ark., generally acknowledged as the 
best high school player in the country. In- 
stead, he went to Albany (Ga.) State. 


TEXAS A&M 


Texas A&M coach Shelby Metcalf is look- 
ing forward to an exciting season in 1972-73. 
Three starters return from a team which post- 
ed a 16-10 record and missed the Southwest 
Conference title by one game. 

Leading the way for the Aggies is 6-2 
senior guard, Mario Brown, an exceptional 
ballhandler, who developed into a scorer of 
sorts last year. Brown averaged 12.8 points a 
game, but shot only .420 from the floor. He 
recorded 115 assists, almost five a game, and 
the total was nearly half of the entire amount 
posted by the rest of the club. 

Joining Brown in the back court will most 
likely be Mike Floyd, a 5-11 sophomore, who 
hit at a 20.9 clip with the Aggies, which 
recorded @ 12-4 overall record and 8-2 in the 
swe. 

The center will be 6-8, 210-pound sopho- 
more, Cedric Joseph, who also averaged 20.9 
points for the frosh, including a single game 


high of 36, Joseph also averaged 14.9 re- 
bounds and shot .584 from the floor. He will 
be pressed for his position by 6-11 Bruce Ott 
and 68 C.W. Guthrie, both junior college 
transfers. 

Up front will be two returning starters, 6-7 
Jeff Overhouse and 6-6 Randy Knowles. 

Overhouse paced the Aggies in scoring 
with a 17.2 average and 10 rebounds, shoot- 
ing .492 from the floor. Knowles hit for 12.8 
a game and collected 9.1 bounds.

TEXAS TECH 


Texas Tech coach Gerald Myers will have 
eight lettermen and three starters back for the 
1972-73 season, 

However, the Red Raiders will need to 
find someone to replace the graduated Greg 
Lowery, a guard who set single season and 
career scoring marks. He averaged 24.5 points 
as a senior. 

The Red Raiders finished last season with 
a 14-12 mark and were tied for the South- 
western Conference lead with two games to 
90. 

Also the presence of several fine players 
up from the 11-4 freshman team and two 
highly-touted schoolboy signees, bolster the 
squad. 

Tech's front line will be headed by 6-8 
center Ralph Palomar and 6-10% Ron 
Richardson, both of whom started last year. 

Palomar averaged 15.2 points and 8.6 re- 
bounds enroute to second team All-SWC hon- 
ors. Richardson averaged 12.8 points and 9.3 
rebounds. 

Four returning lettermen and a sophomore 
will be vying for the other forward spot. 

Armed with varsity experience are,6-5 Ed 
Wakefield (4.5), 6-6 Ron Douglas (2.5), 6-5 
Gene Kaberline (2.0) and 6-9 Randy Prince 
(2.5). Bill Johnson, 6-6, who was All-SWC 
freshman, averaging 21 points and 13.2 
bounds, is another possibility as is 6-9 incom- 
ing freshman Randy Bullock.

Texas Christian, which made a big run at 
the Southwest Conference title last year, fin- 
ishing with a 9-5 record, is faced with a long 
campaign in 1972-73. 

The Horned Frogs lost their top four scor- 
ers and rebounders from a team that posted 
‘an overall 15-9 mark. 

The lone returnee of the top five is 6-2 
guard James “Snake” Williams, a two-year 
regular who averaged 8.5 points a game. He'll 
most likely be joined in the back court by 
Herb Stephens, a 5-10 reserve who scored at a 
6.0 rate, while seeing plenty of action. 

Up front, where the Frogs were virtually 
wiped out, coach John Swain is {undecided as 
to who may get the starting roles. 

“It would be possible for us to start five 
players who have never been on the court 
together before, any of them,” Swain said. 

The possibility exists that Texas Christian

With two straight Western Athletic Confer- 
ence championships behind them and eight 
members of last year’s squad returning, 
Brigham Young again looks like the team to 
beat. 

BYU's personnel losses amounted to only 
two players, both regulars; all-conference 
guard Bernie Fryer and three-year forward 
starter Phil Tollestrup. 

The biggest overall change takes place in 
coaching where Glenn Potter moves in replac- 
ing Stan Watts, a veteran of 23 seasons. Potter 
has been an assistant at BYU. 

All-conference, honorable mention Alll- 
American Kresimir Cosic (6-11) will definitely 
rank with the best in the country. The Yugo- 
slavian standout is returning for his third 
season (he represented his country in the 
Olympic Games in Munich) but won't be eligi- 
ble for the post-season playoffs (one of those 
silly, discriminatory NCAA rules). Cosic aver- 
aged 22.3 points and 12.8 rebounds per game. 

A pair of juniors, Doug Richards (6-3) and 
Belmont Anderson (6-3) could team on the 
guard line, but Anderson may anchor one of 
the forward spots whére he got a lot of play- 
ing time last year. If Anderson is at forward, 
the other guard spot will likely go to Grig 
Clawson, a sophomore redshirt. Brian 
Ambrozich (6-6), who alternated at the spot 
most of 1971-72, seems a certainty to start 

Other lettermen returning include Kalevi 
Sarkalahti, Jay Bunker, Dave Baily and Craig 
Jorgensen. 

Of the newcomers, sophomore Steve 
Lackey (7-0) and two other redshirts, 6-6 
Mike Atwood and 6-7 Greg Snow, could see 
playing time. Up from the frosh are 6-9 Troy 
Jones, 6-6 Mark Warner and 6-6 Bob 
Eaglestaff 


COLORADO STATE 


Speed will highlight the 1972-73 Colorado 
State basketball team as head coach Jim 
Williams enters his 18th season, shooting for 
his seventh major post-season tournament in 
the past 11 years. 

The Rams will return eight lettermen in- 
cluding three starters. Heading up the cast is 
Gary Rhoades, a 6-3 guard, who earned All: 
District 7 honors a year ago and was named to 
the AIl-WAC second team. Rhoades averaged 
19 points per game and pulled in 9.0 re 
bounds. An excellent penetrator, Rhoades 
went to the foul line 203 times last year. 

Paul Ball (6-0), a starter, and Rudy Carey 
(6-0), a utility man on last season’s 15-9 
squad {7-7 in the WAC), will both return. Ball 
earned the honor as the club’s outstanding 
defensive player and had an 11.7 average. 
Carey chipped in a 4.0 average. Mark Williams 
(5-11), a red shirt last season, figures to be in 
the thick of the battle for the guard spot. 

Up front, the Rams will be looking for top 
play from three returning lettermen and three 
sophomores. Brent Baum (6-7), Mark Nordin 
(6-7) and John Weikel (6-5) all return but will 
be pushed hard by sophomores Como 
Pontliana (6-8), Doug Cook (6-9) and Tim 
Hall (6-6). Hall led the frosh a year ago with a 
14.9 average. Baum averaged 4.8, Nordin 6.2, 
Weikel 3.3, Pontliana 13.5 and Cook 10.0 
The frosh were 11-7. 

Rounding out the squad are freshmen 68 
Bob Riddle, 63 Steve Cribari and 6-4 Tery 
Larew. 


NEW MEXICO. 


New Mexico will be under a new coach, 
have six returning lettermen from last year’s 
15-11 team and have a completely new style 
of game plan. 

Norman Ellenberger has moved up to head 
coach replacing Bob King and is toying with 
the idea of picking up the tempo of the game 
‘and going to more of a fast break offense. For 
years, the Lobos have run a patient, control 
geme playing for the percentage shot (and 
putting the fans to sleep). 

The two leading scorers from last year 
have graduated but Ellenberger believes he 
can fill the holes with junior college players. 
Darryl Minniefield, a 6-8 forward, was third in 
scoring last season at 11.0 and was the leading 
rebounder with 9.8 grabs per contest. 

The guard line is solid with the return of 
62 Tommy Roberts and 62 Gabe Nava. 
Roberts, who averaged 9.8 points a game, set 
a school record when he scored on .874 of his 
free throw attempts. Nava was not a starter 
until mid-season, but wound up averaging 5.5. 

Ellenberger will also have guard support in 
63 Chester Fuller (7.1) and 6-1 John Fifield 
(2.0). 

Lettermen Mike Stewart (6.8) and Mark 
Saiers (6-6) were spot players as forwards and 
will be joined by JC transfers 6-8 Bill Hagins, 
a third-team All-American, 6-8 Don Ford and 
66 Bernie Hardin. 

The top prospects up from the 10-8 fresh- 
man team are 6-6 Rich Pokorski (30.0), 6-5 
Bob Toppert (20.8) and 6-0 Pat King (16.7). 


WYOMING 


Wyoming could be propelled into the fore- 
ground of the Western Athletic Conference 
basketball race by a healthy transfusion of 
junior college blood. 

Four jaycees will join the Cowboys—6-9 
center Ken Morgan Clark, 6-1% guard Ron 
Crowell and 6-0 guard Larry Crowe, all of 
Casper (Wyo.), and 6-7 Willie Brown of Grand 
View (Iowa). 

This talented quartet joins five lettermen 
from last year's 12-14 club and five sopho- 
mores up from the best freshman team in 
coach Bill Strannigan's 13 prior years at 
Wyoming. % 

Heading the list of veterans is 6-9 center 
Rod Penner, who was All-WAC second team 
last year, leading the Pokes in scoring (16.8) 
and rebounding (9.7). He is accompanied by 
61 guard Denny Mountz (10.0), 6-0 guard 
Ken Randle (8.9) 6-5 forward Steve Rea (5.0) 
and 6-5 Pat Green (1.9). 

The sophomore contingent is paced by 6-7 
forward Bill Alexander, who led the yearling 
to a 13,5 mark as he averaged 15.6 points a 
geme, The others are 6-5 forward Henry 
Bailey (13.6), 6-7 Steve Chervinskas (11.7), 
65 forward Mark Gustafson (11.3) and 6-3 
guard Dan Ryan (6.3). 

Because of the big men available, 
Strannigan will shift to a triple post offense, 
rotating Penner, Clark, Alexander, Brown and 
Chervinskas on the front line.

UTAH 


Hurt heavily by the loss of several big men 
via the graduation route, Utah coach Bill 


Foster finds that his key need still is to find a 
big center. Since big centers, who can score 
and rebound don’t fall out of the sky every 
day of the week, the Utes face the possibility 
of having to go without one. 

A good nucleus of last season’s team does 
return to give Foster something to build on. 
Leading scorer, Eddie Trail (14.1) will be 
back as will forward Scot Jones. 

Despite the fact that he is only 6-4, Jones 
averaged 12.4 points a game and more than 
held his own on the boards. Other returning 
lettermen include Tyrone Medley (9.7) and 
forward Jim Sorensen (6-8) and Charles 
Whiting (6-6). 

Bernie Tomlin, a hotshot guard up from 
the frosh team averaged 30.1 points per game 
last season and should add some firepower to 
the back court, In addition, Foster almost 
certainly has to find a spot for 6-3 freshman 
Luther “Tickey” Burden, a guard possessed of 
exceptional skills. Burden could be the top 
recruit of the entire Western Athletic Confer- 
ence. 

Dean Porter, a 6-6 sophomore should also 
help on the front line as might Craig Nielsen, 
a transfer from Snow (Utah) J.C. 

Two other freshmen who might see action 
are 6-7 John Candelaria, and 6-3 Doug Terry. 
Candelaria turned down a reported $75,000 
bonus contract from the Pittsburgh Pirates to 
attend Utah. A pitcher, he was selected in the 
second round. 

Lou Goetz, Foster's superscout, criss- 
crossed the country trying to find the big 
man. Oh well, there's always next year. 


ARIZONA 


The University of Arizona made history 
earlier this year when it hired Fred Snowden 
to rebuild its sagging basketball fortunes. 
Snowden thus becomes the first black coach 
in the Western Athletic Conference. 

Last year, the Wildcats were 6-20 overall 
and 4-10 in the Conference, the latter good 
for seventh place. Snowden will have a tough 
time improving the position in the race this 
time around, but he has already shown that, 
given a fair shake and a chance to recruit, he 
will build the team into a title contender. 

This year, Snowden will have to rely 
heavily on sophomores, freshmen and the 
remnants of a fair varsity squad. 

Top returning senior letter winners who 
are expected to see heavy duty are 6-3 guard 
Bill Norris, 6-6 forward Lynard Harris, 6-5 
forward Tom Lawson and 6-6 forward Phil 
Edwards. 

Harris, the best of the returnees, averaged 
12.3 points and 9.4 rebounds a game last 
year. Norris averaged 6.2, Lawson 6.1 and 
Edwards 3.4. Also back are 6-3 guard Scott 
Gardner (4.6) and 6-6 forward Paul Strong 
(2.1). 

A promising group of sophomores will be 
headed by 6-4 swingman Randy Echols

The Bruins, coached by the incomparable

Since nine of 12 lettermen, led by Alll- 
Everything Bill Walton, are back, the seventh 
in a row is a good bet. 

Only Henry Bibby, a three-year starter at 
guard, has been lost through graduation, 
among the players who saw lots of action. His 
spot is most likely to be taken over by Larry 
Hollyfield, who averaged 6.5 points a game as 
a reserve forward in 1971-72. 

Otherwise everyone is back. Walton, the 
Player-of-the-Year in college basketball is a 
sophomore, averaged 21.1 points and 15.5 
rebounds. He is also one of the greatest intim- 
idators college ball has ever had. The 6-11 
Californian also shot .639 from the floor. 

The forwards are 6-7 super quick Keith 
Wilkes, who averaged 13.5 points and 8,2 
rebounds, and 6-5 Larry Farmer, 10.7 points 
and 5.5 rebounds. 

Greg Lee, the 6-4 junior who so magnifi- 
cently directed the UCLA offense, had an 8.7 
scoring average. 

Backing up Walton is 6-11 Swen Nater, 
who won a berth on the U.S. Olympic team 
(he later quit), Nater averaged 6.7 points and 
is probably one of the 10 best centers in the 
country.

MANHATTAN 


The glory days of New York City college 
basketball will return this year with the rein- 
carnation of winning teams. In a city where 
NYU gave up the sport and only Fordham 
and St. John’s are expected to have winners, 
the presence of a potential power at Man- 
hattan is a most welcome sight. 

The Jaspers, who were 11-13 last year 
after a horrendous start, will be greatly inex- 
perienced in the back court where they lost 
their two leading scorers. But this should be 
more than made up for with the arrival of a 
talented corps of sophomores from the best 
yearling team in the school’s history and the 
return to school of Henry Seawright. 

George Bucci, a 6-2 leaper, who averaged 
23.9 points and 11.5 rebounds for the fresh- 
man team, which was 18-1, will battle with 
another sophomore 6-0 Charlie Mahoney 
(20.5 points and eight assists) and Seawright. 
The latter was a standout with the Jaspers 
two seasons ago and passed up a chance to 
play pro ball to return for his final varsity 
campaign. 

Up front, Bill Campion a 6-10 center, who 
was Player of the Year in the New York City 
schools two years ago, will start. The 235- 
pounder played ball with the New York Ath- 
letic Club last season, not suiting up with the 
Jaspers. 

John Connors, another sophomore, who 
stands 6-7, and is tough around the boards 
will start at one forward with either veteran 
Mike Moore, 6-7, or 6-6 Dave Stoebling at the 
other. Moore, a transfer from NYU after the 
school threw in the towel, averaged 10.7 
points and 8.9 rebounds, while Stoeblin hit 
for 10.5 points and 7.8 bounds. Ironically, 
both could be relegated to the bench at mid- 
season when 7-0 Joe Coladarci becomes elig- 
ible and Campion makes a move to forward.

ST. BONAVENTURE 


Despite the loss of three starters including 
6-5 standout Matt Gantt, the season outlook 
is bright at St. Bonaventure. The Brown In- 
dians should come close to matching the 
1971-72 record of 16-8, which included nine 
wins in the last 12 games. 

Leading the way are the top two scor- 
ers—6-9 center Glenn Price, and 6-5 forward 
Carl Jackson. 

Price, a slim (195 pounds) post man, led 
the Bonnies in scoring and rebounding as a 
sophomore (20.7 points and 10.3 bounds). He 
has a very soft touch and is deadly from the 
base line. Price shot .577 from the field to 
finish 18th nationally in that department. 

Jackson, who missed four games due to a 
knee injury, still finished second in scoring 
‘and third in rebounding. He was also second 
in field goal percentage and hit 81 per cent of- 
his free throws to lead the team. Jackson 
averaged 17.6 points a game. 

Joining the two up front will be either 
Mike Mayurnik, a 6-8 senior or Bill Moore, a 
6-4 sophomore. 

Mayurnik averaged 5.4 points per game 
but is rugged inside and will likely wind up 
coming off the bench, unless Jackson or 
Moore go to the back court. Moore scored 
25.3 points and averaged 14 bounds a game, 
but is a good enough outside shooter to start 
at guard. 

Other possibilities to start in the back 
court are veterans Jim Wallace and Rick 
Murray or sophomores Steve Hocker or 
Howie Harrison. 

The Bonnies had a sub-par recruiting year 
and don’t figure to get any help from the 
incoming freshmen. 


RUTGERS 


When the news came in early July that 
schoolboy All-American Phil Sellers of New 
York City had decided to attend Rutgers, the 
entire Scarlet Knights’ season outlook re- 
ceived a huge boost. 

Sellers, a 6-4 muscular swingman, was the 
Most Valuble Player in the Dapper Dan All- 
American High Schoo! game which featured 
the top prep stars in the country. He is a 
“mature” frosh who will be an immediate star 
at Rutgers. 

Sellers is likely to start at forward along 
with 6-5 Vinnie Roundtree, who was so ef- 
fective the latter part of the season as the 
Scarlet Knights posted a 14-11 record, which 
was a disappointment. The team had been 
figured to be one of the best in the East. 
Roundtree averaged 11.2 points and seven 
rebounds a game. 

In the middle will be 6-9 Gene Armstead, 
starting for the third consecutive year. Arm- 
stead, who finally learned how to stay out of 
foul trouble, averaged 13.4 points and 10 
rebounds a game for the Knights. 

Heading up the back court will be 5-11 
senior John Somogyi, who earned All-NY 
metro honors and was only the second Rut- 
gers player to score more than 500 points in a 
season, Somogyi averaged 23.5 points per 
game, shooting .473 from the field. His big- 


gest problem was playing team ball, a factor 
coach Dick Lloyd hopes to have solved this 
time around. 

Joining Somogyi in the back court will be 
either veteran Jim Snodgrass (6.9), sopho- 
more Tom DiPaolo (20.0) or freshman Mike 
Dabney. 

Rounding out the squad are Casey 
Courneen, Steve DiPeri, Steve Duthie, Mike 
Jones, Mike McDonald and Steve Brackbill. 


VILLANOVA 


Jack Kraft, who has an amazing 213-82 
record at Villanova over 12 seasons, faces one 
of the toughest coaching assignments of his 
career this year with an inexperienced team. 

The Wildcats are already being tabbed to 
finish in the cellar of the powerful Big 5, 2 
palce they haven’t been in many, many years. 

The graduation of Chris Ford and Hank 
Siemiontkowski left quite a void on the front 
line. This might force Kraft to move his only 
real quality player, Tom Ingelsby into offense 
giving his star control of the club. 

Larry Moody will be moved from center 
to a forward position, making it necessary to 
find a new center and still another forward. 

John Gaspar, Bob Sebastian, Mike Con- 
nelly and Jim Berrang would be the most 
likely candidates at forward. 

Jim Boylan, Dimitrus Alston, Gary Jentz 
and Bob Schwartz are the center candidates. 

The back court is really stable with Ingles- 
by, who averaged 18.8 points, six rebounds 
and three assists per game, while shooting 
.502 from the field. He'll be joined by Ed 
Hastings, who performed very well as a starter 
last season after sitting out most of his sopho- 
more year with injuries. They will be backed 
up by Bill Harris and Ed Manning from last 
year's freshman team. 

The Wildcats were 20-8 last season, earn- 
ing a bid to the NCAA tournament. This time 
around, Kraft will have to battle to keep the 
club above the .500 mark with a schedule that 
includes the likes of Penn, Duquesne, South 
Carolina, Providence, Niagara and partici- 
pation in the Holiday Festival. 


‘ST. PETER’S 


Optimism is the word at St. Peter's as 
coach Don Kennedy (325-190) enters his 
23rd season. 

Height, a rarity at St. Peter's, will be in 
abundance up front with 6-11 sophomore 
Juan Jimenez and 6-10 junior Tom Abraham- 
son handling the boards. Jiminez, who sat out 
last season after undergoing corrective surgery 
on his right knee and left ankle, averaged 18.3 
points and 16.2 rebounds with the Peacock 
frosh two years ago. 

Abrahamson, a transfer from Georgia, 
averaged 21.3 points and 13.6 rebounds with 
the Bulldog freshmen in 1969-70 and was a 
varsity regular as a sophomore until an injury 
sidelined him. 

Harry Anderson, a 6-4 senior, who was 
selected in the American Basketball Associa- 
tion draft, figures to hold down a forward 
spot while 6-6 senior Richie Fuller (8.1), 6-7 
Richie McPherson (5.9), 6-4 sophomore Cor- 
nelius Barker (23.1), and 6-8 freshman Stan 
Klos serve as reserve help. Anderson averaged 
16 points a game. 

With Ted Martiniuk (25.4) and Tony 
Holm (11.6) gone, sophomore Ken Mark- 


owski (24.4), Ed Cierski (5.3), newcomers 
Brian Cocoran, a transfer from Navy, John 
Sarto, a transfer from Florida and freshmen 
Tom Wise and Walt Burch are the leading 
candidates for back court berths. 

Others back are 6-5 swingman Bob 
O'Reilly, Pat Bradley, Albio Sires, Frank Col- 
ford and sophomore Rick Baker. 

The Peacocks have always been a run and 
gun team but, for the past several seasons, 
have been allowing points at astronomical 
rates. The defense will have to tighten up for 
the club to be a winner. 


SETON HALL. 


Seton Hall, which has not had a winning 
season since 1964, is headed in the right direc- 
tion in 1972-73 led by a group of sophomores 
and incoming freshmen. 

Coach Bill Raftery has done a remarkable 
job of rebuilding the program in two years. 
The Pirates were 10-16 last season but eight 
of the losses came in the last two minutes. 

Despite the loss of Ken House, who aver- 
aged 25 points a game, the Pirates figure to be 
stronger up front with the addition of the 
outstanding sophomores.

Also gone are Mike 
Heitz and Dave Werthman, both of whom 
scored in double figures (along with Sam 
Oglesby) and were one-two in rebounding. 

Coach Sonny Moran will build his squad 
around the few returning lettermen he has 
plus some topflight sophomores and a super 
freshman. 

That freshman, 6-7 Warren Baker, the top 
prep player in the basketball conscious state 
of West Virginia, could attain stardom his first 


year of varsity play. A great leaper, Baker will 
be sorely needed under the boards. 

Bob Hornstein, who is 6-9, will battle 
sophomore Larry Carr, 6-8, for the starting 
center spot.

Three lettermen, two of them starters, 
have graduated, but four other lettermen

The back court should be the strength of 
the Cadets.

Hite was the first backcourt sub last sea- 
son and Elston was basically a mop up player. 
Hoffman and Harrison were the starting 
guards on the freshman team. 
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it will be 6-6 Chuck Witt 
(6.8 and 5.6) and one of five sophomores; 6-6 
Mike Larson, 6-6 Larry Arrington, 6-5 Bobby 
Caylor, 6-7 Jerry Bundy or 6-6 Ken Allison. 
Larson, who did not compete last season, 
averaged 15.3 points and 11.9 rebounds in 
1971-72, while Allison paced last year’s frosh 
with 25.9 points and a 15.1 rebound average. 

Tony Stroud, 6-2, who averaged 10.7 
points a game will be one guard. He will be 
joined by either Ray Kleykam or Dennis 
Smith from the varsity, transfer Mike Smith 
or freshmen Johnny Britt or Chuck Rawlings. 


TENNESSEE TECH 


Three-all-conference players return to 
make Tennessee Tech a contender in the Ohio 
Valley Conference basketball race. 

Back are Rich Stone, Al Lewis and Wayne 
Pack. Stone, a 6-4 forward, who was the 
team’s top scorer (19.2) and rebounder 
(10.4), and Lewis, a 6-2 guard (15.8) made 
the first team, while Pack, a 6-0 playmaking 
guard (14.3) placed on the second unit. The 
trio ranked 1-2-3 in team stats in leading Tech 
to a 14-11 overall mark. 

They will be joined by several top pros- 
pects from a good freshman team with 6-7 
Geoff Shuck (20.9 & 7.1) and 6-6 Stan Cox 
(22.5 & 10.7) heading the list. Also 6-6 
Randy Mehlon (11.4) and 6-7 Alton Roark 
(7.4) along with lettermen Howard Miller, Jim 
Clemens and Mark Bray. 

Due to the freshman-eligible ruling, Tech 
expects to receive immediate help from sev- 
eral high school recruits, including 6-2 guard 
Frank Jones and Ray Bulatovich, the latter 
the top scorer in Indiana. 


AUSTIN-PEAY 


With seven lettermen returning, along with 
four junior college transfers, four others who 
will be sophomores and the presence of a sup- 
er freshman, Austin-Peay could turn out to be 
the Ohio Valley Conference's surprise team. 

The returnees include 6-7 All-OVC per- 
former Howard Jackson, who averaged 18.9 
points and 11.6 rebounds, both team highs. 
He'll be joined by 69 center Greg Kinman

(17.5 & 10.1) and 6-5 transfer Percy Howard 
on the front line. 

Two sophomores, 6-5 Rich Jimmerson 
(16.1 & 13.8) and 6-5 Kemp Hampton (15.9

Thompson and 6-4 Tommy Higdon as front 
court reserves. 

Eddie Childress, a 6-4 senior, who aver- 
aged 13.9 points a game will start in the back 
court with James “Fly” Williams, a 6-4 fresh- 
man, who rates as one of the best in the coun- 
try. Williams has the tools to become one of 
the OVC's legendary players before his career 
ends. Backup help will come from JC transfer 
Julian Miller, sophomores Gary Sewell and 
Dave Shelton and lettermen John Reid, Bob 
Turner, Jerry Wanstrath and Jack Pack. 


EASTERN KENTUCKY 


Eastern Kentucky returns only two start- 
ers from last season's Ohio Valley Conference 
co-champions and NCAA representative. The 
Colonels finished 15-11 overall and 9-5 in the 
league. 

All-OVC forward Charlie Mitchell, a 6-3 
senior, heads a list of six returning lettermen. 
Last season he averaged 22.7 points and 8.3 
rebounds as a forward. This year, Mitchell will 
play the back court. 

Returning at center is 6-10 Dan Argaright, 
who averaged 10.8 points and 8.4 rebounds, 
shooting .523 from the field. 

Reserves Robert Brooks and Rick Stansel, 
both 6-5, are the likely forward replacements. 
Brooks averaged 6.8 points and 4.8 rebounds, 
while Stansel, seeing only limited action hit 
for 1.3 points. 

Joining Mitchell in the back court will be 
Ron Smith a 6-1 sophomore, who averaged 
21.4 with the frosh, or 6-5 Bob Watkins, 6-5, 
who transferred from the University of New 
Mexico where he was the top scorer with the 
yearlings. 


EAST TENNESSEE STATE 


East Tennessee State returns six lettermen, 
five of whom started at one time or another 
last season when the Buccaneers finished 
11-14 and 6-8 in the Ohio Valley Conference. 
However, the club lacks a good, big man 
which should keep it from challenging for the 
crown. 

Henry White, a 6-2 junior, who led the 
Bucs in scoring an 18.4 average, heads 
the list of returnees. Ron Mitchell, 6-7, scored 
at a 7.6 rate and was the leading rebounder 
with a 9.4 average. 

Ron Hardin, 6-6, who averaged 6.2 points 
and 6-2 John Barrett (5.4) are other depend- 
able holdovers with considerable experience, 
although neither is a prolific point maker. 
Jerry Wilkerson (6-6) and Rich Holbrook 
(6-2) also played last year. 

The Bucs are hopeful that either of two 
6-9 players—Bert Frasure, a redshirt or Chuck 
Shelton—come through. Darrell Price, (6-2), 
Clyde Scott (6-6) and Steve Messerli (6-7) are 
the prospects up from the frosh and the 
Bucks have added JC transfer Nat Majors and 
Ron Jones. 


MIDDLE TENNESSEE 


With three returning starters and a bevy of 
newcomers, Middle Tennessee State looks like 
a club which should contend for the Ohio 
Valley Conference championship. 


The Blue Raiders, coached by Jimmy 
Earle, were 15-11 overall, but only 5-9 in the 
ove. 

Back are 6-10 center Chester Brown (13.4 
points and 9.6 rebounds), 6-3 forward Jim 
Drew (12.5) and 5-11 guard Mason Bonner 
(6.2). 

Drew will move to the backcourt to make 
room for some outstanding big men. Best of 
the bunch is 6-5 transfer Jimmy Powell, who 
is being called the finest player ever to enter 
Middle Tennessee. There are also three prime 
candidates up from the freshman team—6-7 
Steve Peeler (17 points and 14 rebounds), 6-5 
Jimmy Martin (25.2) and 6-11 Steve Dixon 
(13 points and 12 rebounds). 

Incoming freshmen who will be counted 
on to play are 6-7 Dave Borman (32.5), 6-7 
Tim Sisneros and 6-6 Dave Webster, along 
with juco transfer 6-4 Forrest Toms, 

Earle is'likely to go with a starting lineup 
of Brown at center, Powell and Peeler at for- 
ward and Martin and Drew at guard. 
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One post position will go to 6-8 Shawn 
Leftwich (16.2 points) and 16.7 rebounds per 
contest. 

The other post slot will be handled by 
6-10, 230-pound Butch Taylor, an All-Ameri- 
can at Gulf Coast (Fla.) Junior College where 
he averaged 20.5 points, 18.6 rebounds and 
10 blocked shots per game. 

Jacksonville's only holdover starter from 
last season will be Abe Steward, a 6-7 
wingman, who was also a Juco All-American. 
Steward hit 10.9 points and grabbed 11.2 
rebounds as a junior. 

Leon Benbow (13.9 points) will be a top 
reserve along with 6-3 sophomore Jimmy 
Clark (16.1). 

Additional help is expected from George 
Scholz, Bob Nylan, Lindsay Huth, Mike 
Denny and Dave Stowers. 


SOUTH CAROLINA 


Only two starters return—All-America 
guard Kevin Joyce and 7-0 center Danny 
Traylor—from last year's 24-5 quintet, but if 
Gamecock head coach Frank McGuire is able 
to shore up his graduation-weakened front 
line, South Carolina will be out after its fifth 
straight 20-win campaign and another post- 
season tournament invitation. 

In addition to Joyce (who made the U.S. 
Olympic team) and Traylor, Gamecock 
returnees include 6-4 guard Brian Winters, 6-2 
back courtman Casey Manning and 6-5 junior 
forward Rick Mousa, along with 5-11 guard 
Jimmy Powell and 6-5 swingman Billy 
Grimes. 

Top sophomores off last year’s 12-10 
freshman team are 6-6 forward Tommy Cox, 
67 center Clyde Agnew, 5-11 playmaker 
Jimmy Walsh and 6-3 guard George Felton. 

Joyce, a strong jumping 6-3 do-it-all 
performer, is expected to up his point 
production after finishing with an 18.3 mark 
in 1971-72. The team captain and a clutch 
shooter who can play in the corner if need be, 
Joyce led the Gamecocks in assists. 


Traylor improved tremendously last year 
and finished with a 14.3 scoring average. He 
led the squad in rebounding with 10.7 a game 
and blocked 122 shots. Winters, a talented 
shooter-playmaker, who started several games 
as a sophomore, averaged 8.3 points and shot 
over 50 per cent from the floor. Mousa (1.5) 
and Cox (24.0 and 13.6 rebounds) will start 
at forward. 

The Gamecocks had an outstanding 
recruiting year with several of the incoming 
freshmen expected to get playing time. Most 
promising among the recruits is Mike 
Dunleavy, a 6-2 guard from New York City, 
who McGuire says is a player in the mold of 
former South Carolina great John Roche. 


GEORGE WASHINGTON 


When George Washington's freshmen de- 
feated the varsity in a pre-season scrimmage 
last November, head coach Carl Slone sensed 
the kind of year it would be. True to form, 
the freshmen developed into one of the 
nation’s top frosh quintets, winning 17 and 
losing only one, while the varsity struggled to 
an 11-14 record. 

Now those freshmen are ready for varsity 
competition and they'll be a big help, since 
only four lettermen, including one starter and 
‘one experienced transfer are back. 

Leading the list of veterans returning is 6-7 
senior forward Mike Battle. He was the team’s 
second-leading scorer (15.0) and leading 
rebounder (9.5). Joining him will be Randy 
Smith, 6-7 senior center-forward; Tom Rose- 
pink, 6-4 junior forward and Randy Click, 6-0 
senior guard. Jim McCloskey, a 6-3 guard who 
played freshman ball at the Air Force 
Academy during the 1968-69 season, has 
transferred to GW after spending two years at 
Andrews Air Force Base. 

The outstanding crop of sophomores is 
headed by former high school All-American 
Pat Tallent and 6-11 Clyde Burwell. 

Tallent did it all for the freshman team, 
averaging 26.2 points and six assists a game. 
He shot 53 per cent from the field and hit 
double figures in every game with a high of 
37. 

Burwell will give the Colonials their first 
great big man. The tallest player ever 
recruited by GW, Burwell averaged 18.6 
points, 19.2 rebounds and seven blocked 
shots. Twice he had 32 rebounds in a game. 

The other members of the soph crop 
include 6-6 Haviland Harper, who averaged 
22.6 points and 10.7 rebounds; 6-3 Keith 
Morris (12.4) and 6-6 Bob Shanta (9.8 points 
and 10.5 rebounds). 

Morris and Tallent are likely to start in the 
backcourt with Burwell at center and Smith 
and Battle at forwards. 


TULANE 


The future looks bright at Tulane, where 
coach Dick Longo has his top five scorers 
returning along with several strong prospects 
up from a record-setting (20-3) freshman 
team. Longo has also accelerated his rebuild- 
ing program by acquiring the two top veterans 
from Loyola, which hes dropped intercol- 
legiate athletics. 

Heading the returnees is 6-5 forward Jeff 
Morris, who led the team with a 20.0 scoring 
average, highest ever by a Tulane sophomore. 

Also back are 6-0 guard Bruce Bolyard 


(12.0), 6-5 forward Ricky Miller (11.3), 6-6 
forward Mike Dressler (5.3), 6-8 center Ken 
Bastian (5.2), 6-7 center Jim Stanczak (3.7) 
and 5-11 guard Craig Pedersen (2.2). 

Miller and John Szponar, a 6-3 guard, were 
co-captains of the team as juniors last season. 
Szponar, the team’s floor leader, was injured 
in the fifth game and Bolyard, a sophomore, 
took over playmaking responsibilities for the 
remainder of the season as the Green Wave 
finished with an 8-18 record. 

Corning over from Loyola are 6-7 Ernie 
Losch (20.7) and 6-4 forward John Kard- 
zionak (19.6), two proven major college 
performers who will be of immediate help. 
Each has one season of eligibility remaining. 

Longo has also recruited Mel Renfroe, a 
6-3 guard who averaged 20.5 points from 
Nebraska Western Junior College. 

Up from the freshman team that set a new 
record for victories in a season are 6-1 guard 
Tony Beaulieu (24.4), 6-8 center Tim LaHann 
(17.3), 6-5 forward Bob Uly (13.7), 6-9 
forward Luther Strange (9.4) and 6-5 forward 
Steve Stanley (9.1). 


CENTENARY 

Centenary is starting to build a major 
college basketball powerhouse that may 
shortly rival the likes of Jacksonville and Oral 
Roberts, who came from obscurity to 
national prominence. 

All five end-of-the-season starters are back. 
There’s an outstanding junior college recruit 
and several standouts from a great freshman 
team. And there are three excellent incoming 
freshman prospects, including one of the most 
sought-after players in the country. 

Starters back include Larry Davis, a 6-3 
senior forward who led the Gents in virtually 
every category last year. He averaged 20.5 
points and 8.2 rebounds, hitting 54 percent of 
his field attempts. Other front liners are 6-5 
John Hickerson, who averaged 14 points and 
6-7 James “Skeeter” Horne, who shot for an 
11.4 average, while corraling 7.9 rebounds per 
game. 

Centenary’s backcourt combo of Melvin 
Russell (8.0) and Milton “Roadrunner” Horne 
(8.3). The two also combined for almost 200 
assists. 

Among last year’s freshmen, most interest 
centers around 6-5 Leon Johnson, who 
averaged 26.7 points and 15.8 rebounds per 
game. Other trosh vying for varsity spots 
include forwards Jerry Waugh (17.6), and 
Rick Jacobs (17.5) plus playmaking guards 
Stan Welker (15.7), Fred Niebrugge (11.6) 
and Dale Kinkelaar (9.7). 

The man everyone is waiting for is Robert 
Parish, the 7-footer, who was everybody's 
prep All-American. Parish has been compared 
favorably to the greatest college players of the 
last decade and is expected to bring new 
dimension to Centenary basketball. He can do 
it all! 

With Parish as a nucleus, Centenary’s 
basketball program is on its way. They should 
be a common name among fans by the end 
of the year. 


GEORGIA TECH 


Georgia Tech, which only two years ago 
ished as the runner-up in the National 
Invitation Basketball Tournament, did a 
complete turnabout for the worse in 1971-72, 
ending with a dismal 6-20 mark. 


Needless to say, it was one of the longest 
seasons in coach Whack Hyder's career. In 
Hyder's 21 previous years at Tech, his record 
is 285-253 and includes two NIT appearances. 
He also developed two All-Americans, Roger 
Kaiser and Rich Yunkus. 

Hyder bases his reserved optimism for 
1972-73 on last year's exceptional 15-3 
freshman squad and eight returning varsity 
lettermen. 

Two fulltime starters—forward Steve Post 
(15.2) and Bob “Peanut” Murphy are back 
along with 6-7, 240-pound Karl Binns (8.8) 
who started most games at center. 

Post and Murphy figure to be pretty 
secure in their positions but Binns will face a 
stern fight from 6-1 sophomore Preston 
Campbell (9.3) and 6-10 freshman Jeff 
Collier. 

The guard spots are expected to be 
manned by a pair of sophomores, 6-2 Steve 
Sherbak (17.2) and 6-2% Brent Green (14.6). 

Rounding out the squad are Harry Allen, 
Phil Boshard, Mike Bottorff, Bruce Brown, 
Bob Davis, Terry Farrell, Tom Hyder, Dave 
Lockin, Andy McCain, George Small and 
Steve Sonnenberg 

Georgia Tech is on the way back, but 
they're still a long way from the glory days of 
the past couple of years. A post season berth 
doesn’t appear to be on the horizon. 


VIRGINIA TECH 


Virginia Tech graduated five seniors, three 
of them three-year starters. Still, with 6-7 
superstar Allan Bristow returning and with a 
good recruiting season, Gobbler’s coach Don 
DeVoe is optimistic about matching last 
year’s 16-10 record. 

Bristow, a left-handed shooter, averaged 
25 points a game last year, along with 13.4 
rebounds. During his two year career, Bristow 
has scored 1,160 points and a 22.7 average. 
Last season, Bristow was in double figures in 
every game, including a high of 39 points. 

Joining Bristow at forward will be Ed 
Frazier, a 6-4 junior, who scored at a 7.3 
game pace last season. The center is expected 
to be Craig Lieder, who is only 6-5. He 
averaged 6 points and five rebounds. Another 
possibility for the job is 6-6% freshman, Larry 
Deakins from Terre Haute, Ind. 

The backup help at the forwards will come 
from 6-6 sophomore Geof Wiggins (16.3), or 
6-7% freshman Mike Collins from Brownsville, 
Pa. 

In the backcourt, where Tech graduated 
Bill McNeer and Randy Minix, the Gobblers 
will have 5-14»Bobby Stevens and 6-3 Charlie 
Thomas, who played a big part in Carrying 
Ferrum Junior College to the national 
championship finals. 

For depth at guard, DeVoe has potential 
in sophomores Mark Hatcher, 6-1, Gene 
Fornash, 6-2, and 6-2 freshman Dave 
from Cincinnati. 

“The freshman rule comes at a good time 
for us,” DeVoe admits, “because we need 
immediate help and we feel that any of this 
year’s recruits have the capabilities of step: 
ping into the starting linew 

Tech upgraded its schedule last season and 
had trouble with the good, strong teams. 
There are toughies again like Florida State, St. 
Bonaventure, Ohio State, Northern lilinois, 
South Carolina, North-Carolina, Virginia and 
Eastern Kentucky on the Tech agenda. 
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GEORGIA SOUTHERN 


Looking towards its second year of NCAA 
University Division competition, the Georgia 
Southern Eagles will be stronger personnel 
wise than a year ago. However, an exception- 
ally tough schedule will make it difficult to 
top the 1971-72 record of 17-9. 

Listed on this season’s schedule are nat- 
ional powers Jacksonville, Florida State, 
North Carolina State, South Carolina, Louis- 
iana Tech, Roanoke (1972 NCAA Small Col- 
lege national champion), and Virginia Tech as 
well as a host of other solid opponents. 

Three returning starters, two part-time 
starters, and two top junior college transfers 
will give the Eagles a solid team that likes to 
run. 

Johnny Mills, a 6-5 junior forward, who 
averages 24.3 points a game, including a high 
of 37 against Old Dominion, heads up the cast 
of returnees. He'll likely start beside 6-4 jun- 
ior Ronnie Arnold, who averaged 5.5 points. 

At center it will be Richard Johnson, a 6-8 
senior. Johnson, saw part-time action, averag- 
ing 3.9 points and 5.0 rebounds. Another 
possibility is 6-9 freshman Bob Crouch of 
G . Ga, Dave Burt, a 6-5 junior college 
transfer will also be given a strong shot to win 
‘one of the jobs up front. 

Perry Warbington, a 6-2 guard from Lake 
City (Fla.) Junior College is expected to start 
at guard along with Rich Wallace, a 6-3 junior, 
who averaged 21.4 points per game. Between 
Wallace and Mills, the two accounted for near- 
ly 1,200 points. Mike Pitt, a 5-11 guard will 
return as a senior to give the Eagles additional 
backup help. 


OLD DOMINION 


Old Dominion lost only two starters from 
last year’s squad, which compiled a 14-10 
mark, but one of those was Dave Twardzil 
6-1 guard who averaged 23.4 points a game 
and was named as a first team Small College 
All-American. The other loss was Terry Fost- 
er, a 6-7 forward, 

Coach Sonny Allen, who has a seven year 
record of 117-72, will build his 1972-73 club 
around a pair of junior forwards, 6-6 Joel 
Copeland, who averaged 16.5 points and 11.4 
ts a game, and 6-4 Rick Michaelsen, who 
hit for 12.8 points and hauled in 5.3 re- 
bounds. 

Back at center is 6-10, 225-pound Jay 
Rountree, who averaged 9.4 points and 7.5 
rebounds. 

Rich Nau, a 5-9 senior (11.3) and Jack 
Baker, a 6-1 senior (6.1) are returnees at 
guard but they'll be pressed by new prospects, 
sophomores Oliver Purnell and Gray Eubank. 

Rounding out the squad will be letterman 
Leo Hardy and newcomers Tom Kelling, Tom 
Street, Mark Flint, Jim Miller, Wendell Kristo- 
fak, Charlie Harrington and Ray Megginson. 

The Monarchs, who play their home games 
in the new 10,400-seat Norfolk Scope Colis- 
eum, are also trying to upgrade their schedule 
to a major level. Among the teams on this 
season's itinerary are Delaware, Dayton, 
Xavier, VMI and East Carolina. 


SQUTH ALABAMA 


With the top six players lost via gradua- 
tion, South Alabama’s second year of major 
college play might prove rather disheartening. 

The Jaguars, who were 8-17 last year, with 
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wins over Oklahoma and Arizona, face a mur- 
derous schedule which includes Florida State, 
Missouri, Auburn, the Sugar Bowl Tourna- 
ment and two games with Jacksonville. 

Coach Jim Taylor is counting on help 
from 6-9 Allen Pearl, the leading scorer 
among the returnees with a 4.3 average. Aid is 
expected from the junior college ranks in the 
person of Leon Williams, 6-8, 220-pounder 
from Brevard (Fla.) where he averaged 17 
points and 17 rebounds a game. Other Brev- 
ard alumni who are gunning for jobs are 6-6 
Darius Segure and Eugen Oliver. Dane Bolden, 
a 6-7 transfer from Chipola J.C. (Fla. ) and his 
teammate Cliff McKay, are other possibilities. 

The other vets back are Ted Neuman and 
Kevin O'Brien, while Jack Chapman and Gary 
Ledbetter are up from the frosh. 

In addition, Taylor signed prep players— 
Luke Wrenn, Lester Lewis and Bob Pearson. 

To make matters even worse, a close look 
at the schedule reveals that only 10 of the 25 
games are at home. 


STETSON 


After winning 41 games and appearing in 
post season NCAA college division tourna- 
ment play the previous two years, Stetson 
moved into the University Division competi- 
tion in 1971-72, The team finished 6-20, only 
the second time in 20 years there has been a 
losing season. 

Five lettermen return—Barry Faith, Lou 
Williams, Anthony Leslie Yother and 
Cliff White—but Faith is the only one with 
double figure statistics—10.1. 

The schedule is no picnic either with Flor- 
ida State, Jacksonville, South Carolina, Clem- 
son, Georgia Tech, Marshall, Oklahoma, West- 
ern Kentucky and Tulane among the oppo- 
nents. 

Hopes for a winning season rest primarily 
‘on two high recruited Juco players, a transfer 
guard and three standouts from last year’s 
frosh team. 

The J.C. players—6-6 John Haslem and 6-1 
Leroy Wilson, were outstanding at Miami 
Dade North. The transfer—6-1 Denton Jones 
from Tennessee—will not become eligible un- 
til January, but his arrival is eagerly being 
awaited. 

The sophomores—6-0 J.C. Bridges, 6-7 
Billy Williams and 6-6% Bill Seitz—could be as 
fine a trio of young players as the Hattershave 
ever enjoyed.

He will join with his brother, 7-2 Caldwell, 
a senior, to give Albany a potent scoring and 
rebounding attack. Caldwell averaged 26.2 
points and 17 rebounds for coach Bob 
Rainey’s team, which finished 22-6, losing in 
the NAIA District championship game. 

In addition to the Jones boys (brother Ol- 
iver is an assistant coach), also back are Bob 
Aaron (12.9), Rufus Williams (9.9) and soph- 
omore Bob Rhodes (4.6).

George Raveling, the “super” recruiter will 
get a chance to prove how really good he is, 
now that he has taken over as head coach at 
Washington State. 
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At Maryland, Raveling helped build the 
Terrapins into a national power. It won't be- 
that easy in Pullman, Wash., which isn't exactly 
the center of the universe. 

Still Raveling is a good, solid coach and he 
has surrounded himself with two outstanding 
assistants in Steve Cottrell and John Heft, 
formerly at Old-Dominion and Bowling 
Green. 

This season can be just about written off, 
due to the late start in recruiting and the fact 
that State has very little returning from a 
team which was 11-15 overall and 3-11 in the 
Conference. 

Two starters are back in forward-center 
Mike Dolven and guard Pat Rogers. Bob 
Niehi, a junior, and Morris Griffin, a senior, 
shared one forward spot last year. Dolven, 6-9 
is better in the corner but may have to play 
center out of necessity. He averaged 12.2 
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Then add in 6-7 Stan Slight, 6-7 Dale Car- 
michael and 6-6 Gary Pozar, and the nucleus 
is there—even though they are frosh—for a 
good club. 

Also back is 6-3 sophomore Henry Ray, 
who averaged 19.7 points for the varsity last 
year, second best on the team. Ray has a spot 
won in the starting lineup. 

Along with the super frosh, McNeese will 
build its team around returning lettermen 
Dave Wallace (12.5), Curtis St. Mary (9.9), 
Bertel Reder (6.9), 6-9 Gene Bodden (5.6) 
and Bill O’Brien (3.5). 

McNeese should improve on its 1971-72 
record of 13-12, 


LAMAR STATE 


Jack Martin, the winningest active college 
coach in Texas, is not used to losing, so it’s no 
wonder last year’s 12-14 record proved quite 
disturbing. 

The top three scorers of that team are 
back, led by 6-5 Mike Hughes, who has been a 
starter since he was a sophomore. Last year, 
Hughes averaged 15.0 points a game. 

Also returning in the back court is 6-0 
Lowell Hill, who hit at a 15.2 norm. 

Lamar State will feel the graduation pinch 
up front where only one starter is back—6-3 
Trennis Jones, a great leaper, who led the 
team in scoring with a 15.9 average. 

Martin is hopeful that 6-5 Billy Jackson 
and 6-8 Alfred Nickson can move into the 
starting lineup. 

With the Southland Conference improved 
since the addition of S.W. Louisiana and 
Louisiana Tech, Lamar may be finding itself 
overmatched. 


LOUISIANA TECH 


Although Louisiana Tech lost three start- 
ers from its 23-3 team, there is still one good 
reason to be optimistic. That reason is Mike 
Green, a 6-10 senior, who rates as one of the 
best big men in the nation. 

Green, an alternate to the U.S. Olympic 
team, averaged 24.0 points and 15.9 rebounds 
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a game last year. He is also an outstanding 
shot blocker and defensive intimidator. 

Joining Green up front for coach Scotty 
Robertson's team will be 6-7 senior forward 
and returning starter Steve Robertson (no re- 
lation), who averaged 7.5 points and 5.6 re- 
bounds a game and 6-7 junior Mike Bossard 
(5.7 points and 5.6 rebounds), 

Tech faces its biggest rebuilding job in the 
back court where Andy Knowles and Jim Jen- 
kins and their combined 34.5 average are 
gone. 

The battle for the two spots will be among 
returnee Willie Odom (5.3), sophomore Bar- 
ney Banks, the leading scorer on the frosh 
with a 26.3 average, and Bobby Wyatt, who 
attended Walker Junior College (Ala.) where 
he averaged 20.1. 

Others who are expected to help include 
Lester Smith and Gary Miller, 


ABILENE CHRISTIAN 


Basketball will be better at Abilene Christ- 
jan than it has been since coach Garnie Hatch 
took over four years ago. 

There are more and better people around 
and depth is present at all positions. 

Three starters are back—6-8 Willie Calvert, 
who plays either high or lowpost (15.1), 5-9 
point guard Dean Bass (9.8) and 6-4 wing 
Matt Scott (12.5). 

Inside, Hatch will have the likes of Calvert 
6-9 Dwayne Day, sophomores 6-7 Greg 
McElvy, 6-8 Dave Teel and 6-8 Mark Hayes 
and 6-7 Bennie Jones, the latter returning af- 
ter a stint in the military. 

Scott, 6-6 Darrell Hearne and 6-5 Roy 
Fitts will battle sophs 6-7 Andy Prince (23.0 
and 10.7 rebounds), 6-5 Gene Hudson and 
67% Alvin Scott for the starting wing spots. 

Bass will start at the point and be backed 
by junior Tommy Thompson and sophomore 
Stan Lambert, 

Abilene Christian, which will move to the 
NAIA’s Lone Star Conference next year, was 
17-8 in 1971-72, including a 3-5 mark in the 
Southland Conference. 


ARKANSAS STATE 


Arkansas State's basketball fortunes took 
a nose dive last season after a championship in 
1970-71. Coach John Rose put the blame on 
sour guard play which he hopes to have rem- 
edied through junior college acquisitions, 
sophomore and incoming freshmen. 

Don Scaife (19.1) and J.H. Williams (12.0) 
were the leaders of the freshman club, while 
freshman Dave Bettis is considered a sure bet 
for the future. 

The transfers who figure to get the starting 
jobs are Keith McFarland (28.5) and Fred Pet- 
way (20.0). Another possibility is Gene Wil- 
liams (13.0). He will be used as a swingman. 

Up front, Steve Brooks and Lonnie Web- 
ber are the returning starters. Brooks, 6-9, 
averaged 16.2 points and 9.4 rebounds, while 
Webber, also 6-9, hit for 7.7 points and grab- 
bed 6.8 rebounds. 

The center will most likely be 6-9 sopho- 
more Gary Scott, who averaged 14.6 points 
and 7.3 rebounds with the frosh. He'll be 
backed up by Jay Harbison. 

Other players who will see lots of action is 
6-5 junior Schuler Rowland (8.3), and frosh 
Mike Edgar. 


TEXAS AT ARLINGTON 


Lack of experience will hurt Texas at Ar- 
ington in its effort to improve on last year’s 
overall record of 14-12 and 5-3 in the South- 
land Conference. 

Four of the top six scorers are gone, so the 
club went out and recruited heavily from the 
Junior College ranks. 

Two of those players, guard Ronnie Marsh 
and forward Larry Jenkins, figure to start, 
Marsh, who averaged 26 points a game was a 
Juco All-American at Hill (Tex.), while Jen- 
kins hit at a 26 point norm for Mineral Area 
(Mo.). 

The other new starter will be 6-6 swing- 
man Ricky Hughes, who averaged better than 
28 points as a high school senior in Chicago. 

The post will be a major problem with re- 
turning starter Perry Littleton on 6-6. Little- 
ton averaged 11.2 points and 7.7 rebounds a 
game as a sophomore. 

Rounding out the starting lineup will be 
68 senior Larry Moore, another returnee, 
who hit for 10.7 points a contest. 

Others who figure to play are Sherman 
Joseph, Mike Griffin and Harry Dickhaner. 
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The other front court spot will go to 
either junior Jack Wolfe, last year’s back-up 
center, or sophomores Bill Andreas or Steve 
Wenner. Andreas is a good outside shooter, 
averaging 12.6 points last year, while Wenner 
hit at a 16.4 norm, 

The Buckeyes figure to make a good run 
at Minnesota, providing the first unit can keep 
out of foul trouble. 


MICHIGAN 


The big question around Ann Arbor is can 
two superstars play on the court at the same 
time. If they are able to complement each 
other, then Michigan could steal the Big 10 
championship. 

The two “supers” are 6-3 Henry Wilmore, 
who has wowed the opposition for the past 
two seasons with his great moves toward the 
basket. Last year, Wilmore averaged 24 points 
‘a game, including a single game high of 38. 
Two years ago, as a sophomore, he was an 
All-American, 

With the arrival of 6-7 Campy Russell, the 
most talked about player to come into the Big 
10 since Cazzie Russell (no relation), Wilmore 
will make the move to the backcourt, 

Russell, who smashed six freshman records 
while leading the team to an unbeaten season, 
is one of the prime sophomores in the nation. 
As a yearling, he averaged 30.2 points a game, 
shooting .521 from the floor. A magnificently 
graceful and fluid player, Russell could play 
the back court if necessary. He led the Wol- 
verine frosh with 12.6 rebounds a game. 

Joining Russell at the other forward will 
be 6-5 senior, John Lockard, who averaged 13, 
points and 10 rebounds a game. Ernie John- 
son, a 68 senior, who hit 12.8 points and 
averaged 9.2 rebounds a game, will be the top 
frontcourt reserve. Further help will come 
from sophomore C.J. Kupec. 


Ken Brady, a 6-10 senior, who missed the 
early part of last season, with injuries suffered 
in a one-on-one battle with a car, is healthy 
and should provide the Wolverines with great 
strength in the middle. Over the last of the 
campaign, he averaged 10.6 points and 10.8 
rebounds a game, 

The other starting spot will be filled by 
5-10 sophomore guard Joe Johnson, who 
averaged 19.5 points a game while quarter- 
backing the unbeaten frosh team. 


INDIANA 


Coach Bob Knight, who stressed defense 
and a disciplined offense in guiding Indiana to 
a 17-8 record and a berth in the NIT in his 
initial Big Ten season, will be well stocked 
with both veterans and promising newcomers 
for the upcoming season. 

Seven lettermen, including four starters, 
return from a team which was 15th nationally 
on defense and led the Big Ten in free throw 
percentage and ranked second in field goal 
accuracy, 

Heading the list is 6-8 Steve Downing. A 
second-team All-Big Ten selection, Downing 
averaged 17.5 points and 15.1 rebounds per 
game despite torn cartilage in his knee. Sur- 
gery hopefully corrected that problem, 

John Ritter, a 6-6 senior, who averaged 14 
points a contest, returns at one forward, while 
the other spot, left vacated by the graduation 
of standout Joby Wright, will likely be filled 
by 6-7 sophomore Steve Green, who averaged 
24 points and 11 rebounds a game for the 
frosh. 

Frontline subs, Jerry Memering and Kim 
Pemberton, who played important roles in 
Indiana's key stretch drive that saw them win 
nine of their final 11 games, also are back as is 
junior Steve Heiniger. 

Returning in the backcourt are seniors 
Frank Wilson and Bootsie White. Wilson ex- 
cells on defense and scored at a 7.4 clip, while 
White serves as the director of the offense. He 
recorded 104 assists while hitting for a 6.6 
average. 

Sophomore John Laskowski, who is 6-5, 
can swing between forward and guard and will 
provide additional backup help along with 
Larry Reed, John Kamstra, John Hunter, 
Steve Ahifeld and Doug Allen. 

The Hoosiers have two outstanding frosh 
prospects—6-4 guard Jim Crews and 6-8 Don 
Noort, Scott May, a 6-7 All-Stater from Ohio 
is at Indiana, too, playing football. He might 
decide to give basketball a whirl. 


ILLINOIS 


Iinois’ success this season will depend on 
what kind of play Coach Harv Schmidt gets at 
guard, 

The Illini, despite the loss of 6-9 Billy 
Morris, will be tough on the front line. How- 
ever, it will be the twosome of 6-1 transfer 
Jeff Dawson and 6-6 sophomore Otho 
Tucker—the guards—who hold the key to the 
season. 

Dawson, a local product, sat out last sea- 
son after transferring from Duke, where he 
was a starter as a sophomore, Tucker averaged 
21 points per game on Illinois’ all-time win- 
ningest freshman team last winter. 

Nick Weatherspoon, a 6-6 senior, who led 
the team in scoring (500 points and a 20.8 
average) and rebounding (11.4), is a cinch to 


move ahead of Govoner Vaughn, who is 10th 
at 1,001. 

At the other forward, it will be two-year 
letter winner, 6-6 Nick Conner, who averaged 
10.5 points and 8.5 rebounds a game. 

Morris’ spot at center will be taken over 
by 610 senior Jim Decker (3,0 and 1.6). 
Schmidt is confident he will be able to handle 
the job inside. 

The front line reserves are 6-6 Jed Foster 
(6.2), Jim Rucks (2.3) and sophomore Rick 
Schmidt (21 points and 12.1 rebounds). 

‘Two-year letterman 6-2 Larry Cohen (5.8) 
heads up the guard returnees which also in- 
clude Garvin Roberson (5.0) and CJ. 
Schroeder (3.6). 

Donn Deputy and Dave Roberts, the start- 
ing guards on the frosh team last year, will 
provide additional help. 

The Illini finished 14-10 overall and 6-8 in 
the Big 10 last season. They should improve 
on that mark this time around. 


MICHIGAN STATE 


“We could be a bonafide contender for the 
Big 10 title,” says Michigan State coach Gus 
Ganakas. “We return virtually all our strength 
from a fifth place team in 1972 and we anti- 
cipate help from last year's freshman team.” 

There’s only one problem the Spartans 
face—all the teams which finished ahead of 
them also lost little or nothing. 

Spearheading the State attack is Mike 
Robinson, a 5-11 guard who, as a sophomore 
last year, led the league in scoring with a 27.2 
average. His 24.8 average in the full season 
Placed him 17th nationally. Robinson was 
named to the All-Big Ten first team. 

Gary Ganakas, the 5-5 mighty-mite, (the 
coach's son) is back at guard, but he'll be 
pushed for the job by a pair of outstanding 
sophomores, 6-2 Bill Glover and 6-2 Peter 
Davis. Glover averaged 21 points a game as a 
yearling and directed the offense. Davis is a 
defensive standout. 

The big news up front is the arrival of 6-7 
Lindsay Hairston on the varsity. A prep All- 
America, Hairston averaged 30 points and 
13.2 rebounds a game for the freshmen. A 
great leaper, Hairston should have little 
trouble adjusting to defensing the bigger cen- 
ters in the league. 

Hairston can also go to forward, allowing 
last year’s middle man, 6-7 Bill Kilgore to 
retain his spot. Kilgore averaged 14.8 points 
and 11.1 rebounds a game. The other starter 
figures to be holdover 6-5 Brian Breslin (7.9). 

Additional up front help could come from 
returnees Mike Ridley, Al Smith and football 
standout, Brad Van Pelt, along with sopho- 
mores Tom McGill, Lovelle Rivers and Joe 
Shackleton. 

Tyrone Lewis returns as a backup at guard 
with Steve Borenstein up from the frosh. 


PURDUE 


Fred Schaus, who coached West Virginia 
for five seasons, the Los Angeles Lakers for 
seven and most recently served as General 
Manager of the California team, takes over at 
Purdue, where pressure will be on him to 
produce a winner. 

Miracles don’t happen overnight and the 
Boilermakers don’t have the kind of talent 
which should make them contenders. 

There are nine returnees, but one of the 


graduates was Bob Ford, “Mr. Everything” 
for the last two seasons. He was the leading 
scorer and rebounder. 

Junior forward 6-6 Frank Kendrick is the 
leading returning letterman in terms of scor- 
ing (11.2) and rebounding (6.3). He'll play 
the wing along with 6-6 Bruce Rose (4.6). 

The two postmen will be 6-11 sophomore 
John Garrett and 6-10 senior Ken Otto. 

Garrett, considered the finest big man in 
the history of Purdue basketball, averaged 
26.9 points and 14.7 rebounds a game for the 
frosh, despite a leg injury which hampered 
both his playing time and efficiency. He’s 
deadly from 15-18 feet with a jumper. 

Otto is a strong, physical player who is 
sound fundamentally and rugged close to the 
basket. He showed vast improvement on the 
‘Summer tour taken by the Big 10 to Australia 
and New Zealand. Otto averaged only 2.6 
points and 2.3 rebounds a game last year. 

The point guard is returnee, Denny 
Gamauf, who averaged 10.5 points per game, 
despite missing six games due to injury. 

Other lettermen back are guards Tom Gil- 
bert and Dave Luke and swingman Jovon 
Price. Willis Price is the best of the forwards 
up from the freshman team, 


1OWA 


lowa’s basketball team expects to make a 
strong comeback this season. The Hawkeyes 
won the Big Ten championship in 1970 but 
have struggled through two losing seasons 
since then. 

Coach Dick Schultz, starting his third sea- 
son, looks forward to the return of his four 
top scorers from a team that finished 11-13 
overall and eighth in the league. 

The top returnees are 6-3 guard Rick Wil- 
liams (19.5), 7-0 center Kevin Kunnert (18.2), 
67 forward Neil Fegebank (9.5) and 6-9 for- 
ward Jim Collins (9.0). All but Fegebank shot 
better than 50 per cent from the field. 

They should comprise four-fifths of the 
starting lineup and the other spot will prob- 
ably go to 6-4 Glenn Angelino, a frequent 
starter the last two seasons. 

lowa will be further bolstered by an out- 
standing freshman crop which includes 6-8 
Mike Gatens, 6-7 Mike Sojourner, 6-5 Cliff 
Sumpter and 6-11 Stan Petratis. In addition, 
Candy LaPrince, a top Juco player, has en- 
rolled at lowa. 

The Hawkeyes hope to avoid their close 
game phobia, which saw them lose eight by a 
margin of five points or less, Schultz thinks 
maturity should solve that problem. He’s also 
convinced that defensive lapses will be elimin- 
ated. 

lowa’s eighth place finish last year was 
curious in the light of league statistics that 
showed Kunnert the top rebounder (15.9), 
Collins the top shooter (56.5 percent), Wil- 
liams Seventh in scoring and Kunnert tenth. 
In addition, the Hawkeyes were No. 1 in field 
goals and No. 2 in free throw accuracy, re- 
bounding and total offense. 


WISCONSIN 


A lack of quality guards could spell 
trouble for Wisconsin this season as it at- 
tempts to improve on the 13-11 mark overall 
(6-8 in the Big 10). 

Lee Oler and Bob Frasor, backcourt start- 
ers for the past two seasons graduated. Coach 
John Powless hopes to cope with the situation 
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by moving standout Leon Howard to the 
backcourt. 

Howard, a 6-5 senior, led the Badgers with 
a 16.4 scoring average and is a good shooter 
from the outside. Gary Anderson, a 6-4 jun- 
ior, who can also swing, and Lamont Weaver, 
a 6-1 junior, might go in the backcourt if the 
Howard move doesn’t work out. 

Kim and Kerry Hughes, a pair of 6-11 
twins, give Wisconsin awesome size up front 
and somewhere along the way, room has to be 
found for 6-8 sophomore Kessem Grims, who 
averaged 23.9 points and 18 rebounds a game 
for the freshmen. 

As a sophomore, Kim Hughes averaged 
11.7 points and 10 rebounds a game, while 
brother Kerry hit 7.1 points and averaged five 
rebounds a contest. 

Additional up front help will come from 
66 junior Steve Wilhelm (0.9) and 6-7 Pat 
Rohan (0.8) along with sophomore 6-5 Larry 
McCoy (19.5) and 6-5 Rick Piacenza (8.7). 

Four sophomores, 6-3 Bruce McCauley 
(19.4), 6-3 Tim Paterick (17.2), 6-2 Dave Tar- 
rant (6.9) and 6-3 Bob Luchsinger (5.9) will 
also be given a shot at the vacated guard 
spots, 

Sixty-seven per cent of last year’s point 
total returns and 79 per cent of the rebound 
total is back, but it will all be a problem of 
putting together leadership at guard. 


NORTHWESTERN 


Northwestern’s foremost objective will be 


to vacate the Big Ten basement where it has 
finished the past two years. Doing the job will 
require the Wildcats to show stronger re- 
bounding, better scoring and the ability to 
win the close games. 

The scoring part could easily be solved by 
the presence of Kris Beryman, a junior col- 
lege transfer by way of the University of 
Illinois. Beryman is considered the best player 
to come out of Chicago since Cazzie Russell 
and has all the makings of a superstar. 

There will be plenty of strength at the 
forwards what with Beryman and holdovers 
6-7 Greg Wells (6.2) and Bryan Ashbaugh 
(6.3). Sophomore Jim Wallace, who averaged 
17 points and 12 rebounds a game last year, 
will be given the first shot at the center job. 
He's a defensive specialist, too. 

Rick Sund, a 6-4 senior, has been a start- 
ing forward for two years, but coach Brad 
Snyder plans to h him to guard. Sund 
averaged 10.4 points a game and is a steady 
ballhandler. 

He'll join senior Mark Sibley, last season’s 
leading scorer with a 14 point norm. Junior 
Kevin Kachan will join sophomore John Brod- 
nan and freshman Tim Teasley as the top 
reserves in the backcourt. 

Brodnan led the freshmen in scoring 
(23.3) and is a good outside shooter. Teasley 
is a two-time All-Stater from Michigan, where 
he averaged 28 points a game as a senior. 

Northwestern faces a tough fight to get 
out of the cellar. Much will depend on how 
far Beryman can carry them. 
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Three starters are gone including Earnest 
Pettis, the runner-up in the conference scoring 
race (22.8) and forward Chuck Martin (17.7). 

Top returnes are second team All-MAC 
center Mike Steele, 6-5, and forward Charlie 
Sidwell, 6-4. They had scoring marks of 15.0 
and 10.0 as sophomores and captured 8.6 and 
6.4 rebounds respectively. 

Another junior, 6-4 Bob Sentz, who was a 
top reserve last year, averaging 5.2, will move 
into the starting lineup. The other two spots 
will most likely be filled by 6-4 Stan Dixon 
(1.4) and 6-5 Pete Hanold (2.0). 

Additional help up front will be provided 
by sophomores 6-7 Chuck Milliner, 6-6 Don 
Brown, 6-6 Frank Ayers and 6-9 frosh Paul’

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(10-4) are 6-10 Bill Howard, who averaged 
16.0 points and 16.0 rebounds a game, 6-3 
Cornelius Cash (17.5 & 14.2), 6-0 Jeff Mont- 
gomery (21.5), 5-11 Dick Selgo (13.6) and 
6-4 defensive specialist Ron Weber (12.7). 


KENT STATE 


With only two starters back from last 
year's 7-17 team, prospects for Kent State in 
1972-73 are none too bright. 

Coach Frank Truitt, in desperate need of 
big men, went out and recruited a couple of 
Junior College transfers whom he hopes will 
fill the He corralled 6-8 Cal Murphy from 
Community (N.Y.) and 6-7 Larry Bach 
(Northwest Community (Wyo.).

There's good depth at guard with both 
starters—Dave Johnson (10.5) and Dan 
Murphy (7.9)—returning, backed up by Terry 
Roberts, Rick White, Lionel Harris (a Miami 
of Florida transfer) and sophomore Greg 
Goodman. Ron Hightower, a 6-5 juco transfer 
and 6-2 freshman Garry Kamstra, will most 
likely round out the roster. 


ILLINOIS STATE 


Illinois State has the ingredients to be- 
come one of the nation’s elite teams in its 
second season of major basketball under Will 
Robinson—the famed Detroit prep coach who 
developed Spencer Haywood, Ralph Simpson, 
Mel Daniels and Ira Harge, among others. 

Robinson has perhaps the nation’s finest 
college guard in 6-6 Doug Collins, who ranked 
third nationally with a 32.6 scoring average as 
a junior, and was selected by the U.S. Olym- 
pic team. 

Collins does everything—shoot, pass, 
dribble, rebound, play defense—and most im- 
portant, he can lead. He received the Abe 
Saperstein Memorial Award as the nation’s 
most outstanding player (beating UCLA's 
Walton). Collins led the Redbirds in scoring in 
all but one of their games and had an indiv- 
idual high of 55 against Ball State. He shot 50 
per cent from the field. 

Mlinois State won its last seven games for a 
16-10 mark, mostly through the developing 
talents of 6-11 Ron deVries, 6-9 Stepney Bac- 
‘on and 6-8 Clarence Weaver, who alternated 
at the two post spots as sophomores. 

DeVries averaged 12.7 points and 11.2 re- 
bounds, Bacon 7.7 points and 7.7 rebounds 
and Weaver 5.4 points and 5.9 rebounds. 
Sophomore Cal Harper, a 6-7 muscleman, 
adds strength to the spot, as does 6-8 Darrell 
Jeter, who were teammates on Robinson's 
1970 Michigan prep champs at Pershing H.S. 

A third member of that power-packed 
Detroit team, Bubbles Hawkins is a freshman 
at State and will likely play the wing opposite 
Collins. The 6-3 Hawkins is a two-time Prep 
All-American who can do it all. 

In addition to Collins and Hawkins, back 


at guard are two-year playmaking regular Dan 
Witt, talented sophomores Rick Whitlow and 
Rick Meeks and freshman passing wizard Mike 
Bonezyk, who directed his high school team 
to two straight Illinois prep crowns and a 66-1 
mark. Whitlow led the frosh with a 26.7 aver- 
age. 


NORTHERN ILLINOIS 


It's going to be difficult to top last year’s 
performance, but the stage is set as far as 
Northern Illinois basketball coach Tom 
Jorgensen is concerned. 

The reason for his optimism is a fellow 
named" Jim Bradley (6-9), who helped the 
1971-72 Huskies compile the finest record in 
the school’s history (21.4) and capture the 
crown in the now defunct Midwestern Confer- 
ence. 

Bradley averaged 22.9 points, 36th in the 
country, and grabbed 15.9 rebounds, which 
placed him fifth. 

Then add the return of the NIU back 
court tandem, 6-2 guards Billy Harris and 
Larry Jackson, who are regarded by many as 
the finest combination in the Midwest. Last 
year, Harris averaged 17.8 points a game, 
shooting .512 from the floor. Jackson hit for 
a 13.5 average and .552 from the floor as the 
Huskies hit an amazing 49 percent of their 
field goal attempts. 

Lost through graduation is forward Jerry 
Zielinski, who averaged 18.1 points per con- 
test, and center Larry Turner. 

Jorgensen indicates he will go to more 
pressure defenses this time around to utilize 
the quickness of the replacements. 

Bill Newton, a 6-6 sophomore and a tre- 
mendous all-around performer, will get the 
forward job. He was averaging better than 14 
points and eight rebounds a game when shelv- 
ed with a back ailment in mid season. 

Junior Bob Patterson, 6-9, who started for 
the Huskies during the early going in 1971-72, 
but yielded to Turner, mostly due to inexper- 
ience, will be a full-time starter this year. He 
must be consistent for the club to be a win- 
ner. 
Dan McDowell, a 6-6 reserve forward last 
year, and Tim Ryant, a 6-5 sophomore figure 
to add strength as will 6-6, 205-pound Clar- 
ence Patterson. 


MARSHALL 


New head coach Bob Daniels takes over a 
Marshall basketball team with four of the top 
six players returning from last season's 23-4 
NCAA squad. One of the losses, however, is 
All-American Russell Lee, a first round draft 
pick of the Milwaukee Bucks of the National 
Basketball Association. 

Top returnees, all seniors, are guards Mike 
D‘Antoni and Ty Collins, forward Randy Noll 
and swingman Bill James. 

Two of the nation’s finest players, 
D'Antoni (a likely high draft pick in 1973) 
and Noll both averaged 16.8 points per game. 
The 6-8 Noll was the club’s top rebounder 
with 12.6 per game, while D'Antoni, 6-3, ac- 
counted for 8.9 assists per contest. 

Collins, 6-3, was the Herd’s outstanding 
field goal shooter, hitting .527 and averaging 
15.1 points. James, a 6-4 standout, started a 
number of games and contributed 8.8 points. 

Finding a center to replace Lee is Daniels’ 
main worry. The leading candidates for the 


job are Junior college transfer Wayne Smith, 
who is 68 and sophomore Chuck Jackson, 
6-7, who averaged 14.9 points and 13.6 re- 
bounds. 

Up front, freshman Bill Mannefeld, 6-6, 
and JC transfer Eric Bachelor will battle for 
reserve jobs and will 6-6 Dave Mastropaolo, 
16.3 points and 10.3 rebounds on the fresh- 
man team. 

Daniels came to Marshall from Kentucky 
Wesleyan, where his teams captured two nat- 
ional college division titles. When last year’s 
coach Cal Stacy left for Wake Forest, he took 
with him the highly touted 6-11 Danny 
Moses, who would have been the big man 
Marshall needed. 


LOYOLA (ILL.) 


The upcoming edition of Loyola's basket- 
ball team promises to be a very exciting one. 

Coach George Ireland, who is entering his 
22nd year, is justifiably optimistic about the 
season, Loyola finds itself in the comfortable 
position of having four seniors and five jun- 
iors among the members of the roster, in 
addition to a sizeable crop of sophomores. 

This experience, added to the recent ruling 
of the NCAA, which makes freshmen eligible 
for varsity competition, should greatly en- 
hance the Ramblers’ attack. 

Lost via graduation was 6-11 LeRue Mar- 
tin, who was taken by the Portland Trail- 
blazers as the very first choice in the National 
Basketball Association draft. Ireland's higgest 
problem will be finding a replacement in the 
middle. 

Most likely to man the position is 6-8, 
250-pound Paul Cohen, a junior, who aver- 
aged 6.5 points and five rebounds a game last 
season. Another burly player, 6-6, 249-pound 
Larry Williams, a sophomore, is the other 
candidate. 

Nate Hayes, Cohen and Alan Kendall, all 
of whom saw extensive action, will battle for 
the forward spots along with sophomores 
Bruce Ellberg, Foy Hart, Ken Lee and Lou 
Lovett. 

Hayes, a 6-3 jumping jack, averaged 17.7 
points and seven rebounds a game for the 
Ramblers, while Compobasso hit at a 6.6 aver- 
age. 


The Ramblers will have their problems at 
guard where none of the four returning veter- 
ans—Brian Hayden, Mike Law, Frank Sanders 
or Garvey Walker—averaged over 3.7 points 
per game. Up from the frosh to help are John 
McShea, Bill Durkin and John Foley, along 
with incoming freshman John Willey. 


NOTRE DAME 


Notre Dame basketball coach Digger 
Phelps gained a reputation for building win- 
ners which is exactly what did not happen in 
1971-72. 

Instead, the Irish, beset by a host of in- 
juries and total inexperience, struggled to a 
620 mark which included a 58-point thrash- 
ing by national champion UCLA and a 94-29 
loss to Indiana. 

It’s a new season and the Irish figure to be 
vastly improved, although’ it might not show 
in the final record. Notre Dame faces prob- 
ably the toughest schedule in the country. It 
includes a pair of games with UCLA, plus the 
es of Michigan, Ohio State, St. Lo 
diana, Kentucky, Kansas, South Carolina and 
a host of other cage powers. 


Heading the list of returning veterans is 
junior forward Gary Novak, the leading scorer 
and rebounder a year ago 19.5 and 10.3 
averages, respectively. 

Phelps will also have experience in the 
form of senior Don Silinski and junior Chris 
Stevens—both starters at different times dur- 
ing the season. Another regular, senior Willie 
Townsend, will play football (along with his 
brother Mike, a guard) and his availability will 
be uncertain at the outset. 

The Irish also lost Tim O'Mara, who decid- 
ed to leave school last spring. He was the 
second leading scorer with a 17.0 average. 

The four sophomores who figure to chal- 
lenge strongly for starting positions are guards 
Gary Brokaw and Dwight Clay, center Pete 
Crotty and forward John Shumate. Brokaw 
led the frosh in scoring with a 28.3 average 
and scored 43 against both II is and Mich- 
igan State. Clay was next with a 16.3 average 
while Crotty averaged 14.3. Shumate, a pow- 
erful inside player, missed last season because 
of a blood disorder. With Shumate, 6-9, 
Crotty 68 and Novak 6-7, the Irish will be 
much stronger on the boards. Brokaw and 
Clay will likely be the guards. 


XAVIER 


Xavier's basketball fortunes were turned 
around last season by coach Dick Campell, 
who was brought in to put the Muskateers 
program back on top. 

His first club was 12-14, not the winning 
mark he had hoped for but still more wins 
than Xavier has had in a single year since the 
1966-67 season. 

Two starters are back and coming up are 
an exceptional crop of sophomores, three of 
whom should provide immediate help. 

The squad will be built around 6-11 senior 
Bob Fullarton, who ran 1-2-3 all last season in 
field goal shooting percentage and finished 
with a .654 on 149 of 229. In addition, he 
averaged 14.8 points and eight rebounds a 
game. 

Also back is Conny Warren, a 6-6 junior, 
who led the club in rebounding and had a 9.6 
average. 

This duo will join with 6-10 Jerry Foley 
and 6-3 Steve Penhorwood, a pair of transfers 
who sat out last season, along with Pete 
Accetta, a 6-7 cornerman, who led the frosh 
in scoring 6-5 Gary Diedrich and 6-1 guard 
Jim Rippe. 

Accetta averaged 18.5 points and 11.0 re- 
bounds, while Diedrich and Rippe averaged 
18.2 and 16.4 points, respectively. 

Also returning from last year’s squad are 
Tim Deardorff, Jay Eckm, Paul Matsen, Tom 
Skaleski, Bob Petroski, Scotty Franklin and 
Tilt Will 


INDIANA STATE 


When a team suffers its first losing season 
in 12 years, and loses four starters, things 
shouldn't look too bright. 

Yet, Indiana State coach Gordon Stauffer 
figures that his squad should be considerably 
better than the 12-14 one on 1971-72. 

Reasons for optimism as Indiana State en- 
ters its second season as an NCAA University 
Division basketball competitor are a pair of 
newcomers who figure to give the Sycamores 
something they haven't had since 1967 when 
they finished second in the College Division 
tourney—height and rebounding. 

Rick Darnell, a 6-10% center frorn Cypress 
(Calif.) Junior College, and 6-7 soph Carl Ma- 
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con are the keys to the upcoming season. 
Darnell scored 17.5 points per game and aver- 
aged 12.8 rebounds. Macon scored only 14.9 
points, but snared 14.6 rebounds for the 
frosh. They will likely be joined on the front 
line by 65 junior Roger Peckinpaugh, who 
scored at a 10.5 norm. 

If Peckinpaugh isn’t a starting forward, 
he's likely to be at guard, sharing the duties 
along with two sophomores. They are Alvin 
Armstrong, who scored 18.9 points to lead 
the freshmen and 5-11 Steve Phillips, who 
scored 17.1 points and averaged seven assists. 

Four returning vets will be frontline re- 
serves—6-7 Don Millington, 6-6 R.T. Green, 
66 Jim Trout and 6-4 Sherman Lester. 


CLEVELAND STATE 


Coach Ray Dieringer has reached his goal 
of building a major basketball schedule at 
Cleveland State in just three years. The Vik- 
ings, who played only one major school in 
1969-70, have 15 “majors”’ on their upcoming 
car. 

The caliber of talent hasn't grown quite as 
quickly as the prestige of the schedule, but 
Dieringer thinks he may have coralled enough 
basketball ability for the club to be competi- 
tive. 

Back from last year's 8-18 quintet are four 
starters, three of whom—6-8 Dan Lee, 6-5 
John Major and 6-2 Dave Dronzek—are only 
juniors. That trio, together with 6-6 senior 
Matt Taylor, ranked as the top four scorers of 
‘71-72 with Lee setting a school single season 
scoring record of 419 points. Lee averaged 
16.1 per game, Taylor 14.0, Major 12.3 and 
Dronzek, 9.1. 

Top men moving up from a well-regarded 
freshman team are 6-5 Gale Drummer, who 
averaged 2.3 and 14.1 rebounds, lightning- 
quick 6-2 Wilbur Starks (16.8), and 6-0 Chuck 
Spieles (11.0). 

In addition, Dieringer picks up 6-5 Pat 
Lyons, a first-team All-Ohio high school pick 
who transferred from Dayton last year; 6-2 
guard Eddie Trice, a two-year regular who was 
ineligible last season and 6-1 Ohio U. transfer 
Ron Andregg, who becomes eligible in Jan- 
uary. The top frosh recruit is 65 Larry 
Arthur. 


BALL STATE 


First year head coach Jim Holstein, who 
has been at St. Joseph's (Ind.) for the past 11 
years, inherits eight lettermen from last year’s 
Ball State team which was 9-15. 

Leading returnees are juniors Larry Bull- 
ington, a 6-2 guard, and Chris Collins, a 6-7 
forward. Bullington averaged 19.3 points per 
game and ranked fourth in the final NCAA 
free throw accuracy category with an .882 
mark. Collins averaged 14.0 points and 8.3 
rebounds a contest. 

The leading sophomore is Bob Faulkner, a 
62 guard, who can play both ends of the 
floor. Faulkner averaged 27.4 points for the 
freshman team while hitting .484 from the 
field and .764 from the charity line. Another 
promising newcomer is Orren Prunty, a 6-5 
product of Schreiner (Tex.) Junior College. 
Prunty, who plays both guard and forward, 
averaged 20.5 points and 14 rebounds per 
contest. 

Ball State’s major weakness appears to be 
the lack of experience in players with size. 
The Cardinal coaching staff recruited 6-10 
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Dennis Carroll and 6-8 Kim Arnett and Larry 
Heinbaugh. 

The likely Ball State starting lineup will be 
Collins and either Bob Boyd (5.2) or Prunty 
at the forwards, Arnett or 6-7 Ike Caudill 
(1.3) at center and Faulkner and Bullington at 
the guards. 


SOUTHERN ILLINOIS 


Southern Illinois coach Paul Lambert re- 
cruited heavily in the junior college over the 
off-season in an effort to improve the 
1971-72 record of 10-16. 

In all five JC's were brought in—6-6 Alvin 
Hendrix (Paducah, Ky.); 6-4 James “Shag” 
Nixon (Cuyahoga, Ohio); 6-1 Dennis Shilder 


(Vincennes, Ind.); 6-7 George Thompson 
(Leicester, Mass); and 65 Leon Wallace 
(Hillsboro, Tex.). 


They will join five returning lettermen and 
four players from the freshman squad in the 
battle for the starting assignments. 

Almost certain to start is 6-11 sophomore 
center Joe Meriweather, who led the freshman 
team in scoring (21.5), rebounding (15.1) and 
shooting percentage (.650). And he's a good 
intimidator on defense. 

One forward spot will go to 6-4 senior 
letterman Nate Hawthorne, who hit at an 
11.9 average last year and hauled in 7.7 re- 
bounds. 

The other spot will be a fight among 6-4 
senior Don Portugal (8.5), Hendrix, Thomp- 
son and Wallace and sophomores 65 A.J. 
Wallis (1.7) and 6-3 Tim Ricci (13.7). 

Eddie James and John Marker were re- 
serves last season but will fight it out for 
starting back court spots with Shilder and 
Nixon. Nixon averaged 26 points in Juco 
play, while Shilder was the playmaker on the 
Vincennes national championship team. 


VALPARAISO 


Barring senioritis, Valparaiso figures to 
have an excellent basketball team this Winter. 

Coach Bill Purden, starting his third sea- 
‘son, will have a veteran squad which is playing 
together for the third consecutive season. 
Two years ago they were 13-13 and last year 
15-11. 

The entire starting five is back intact as are 
all the top reserves. At center, it will be 6-8 
John Wolfenberg, who averaged 21.4 points 
and 10.8 rebounds. 

The forwards are 6-5 Wally Schultz (12.5) 
and 6-4 Dale Lesicki (10.9) while the guards 
will be 6-0 Tom Haeberle (11.0) and 5-11 
Paul Frediake (5.5). 

Lynn Seyfert, a 6-7 center, and Gus Hag- 
berg, 2 6-3 guard, who averaged 5.2 and 3.4 
respectively are other senior veterans of the 
squad.

A new coach and relatively inexperienced

Coach George Theofanis returns five let- 
termen, headed by 6-7 Daryl Mason, top re- 
bounder in the Indiana Collegiate Conference 
last year. He averaged 11.1 rebounds to go 
along with 11.8 points. 

Transfers Dave Cunningham 6-8, and Bob 
Harris, 6-7, from Edison Junior College bol- 
‘ster the rebounding and offense. Dave Speck- 
man, 6-4, moves up from the freshman team 
where he averaged 17.4 points a game. 

Others expected to aid in the front court 
are 6-6% Craig Reinhardt, injured all of last 
season and lettermen 6-6 Marty Monserez and 
65 Kent Ehret, who averaged 5.2 and 10.9 
points, respectively. 

The Bulldogs, who may use Speckman in 
the back court in an effort to pick up some of 
the scoring slack left by Shepherd, will also 
have 5-10 senior John Randel (2.5) and 6-2 
senior Clarence Crain (7.8) for guard duty.

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top frosh scorers and rebounders in the nation 
last year, averaging 36.7 points and 22.4 re- 
bounds a game. He was the only freshman 
selected to compete in the Olympic Trials. In 
one game last season, Baker scored 51 points, 
had 40 rebounds and 15 assists, 

The center will be 6-9 senior Toby Hous- 
ton, who averaged 4.7 points and 7.0 re- 
bounds in a spot duty role. He'll be pressed 
hard by two sophomores, 6-11 Dan Cunning- 
ham (15.1 & 14.4) and 6-9 Don Weimer (11.1 
& 13.1). 

Additional backup help will be provided 
by Mike Whaley, Lonnie Wright, Nat Bolster 
and George Warner. 

Leaster Weaver, who averaged 12 points 
and 10 assists a game at Tyler (Tex. Junior 
College) will be joined in the back court by 
Eddit Taylor, a high school teammate of 
Baker's, who scored at a 22.3 rate.

The Seattle Chieftans have six returning 
lettermen—and a new coach, former Provi- 
dence assistant, Bill O'Connor.

At one time one 
of the most prized players in the country, 
Stuart has been just regaining the form he lost 
as the result of operations on both knees, He 
could be the key to the Chieftans’ success. 


PEPPERDINE 


The Bird is back and while Pepperdine 
may not win the West Coast Athletic Confer- 
ence championship, the fans will be provided 
with plenty of excitement. 

Bill Averitt is the “Bird”. Last year, as a 
sophomore, the 6-1 gunner averaged 28.9 
points a game, fifth best in the nation, In the 
process he shattered four school records and 
three conference marks. 

Averitt will be joined in the back court by 
5-11 Reggie Harris (19.8). Newcomers up 
from the frosh are 6-3 Brian Goorjian, 6-4 
Jerry Kralovansky along with part-time starter 
6-0 Stanford Williams and 5-11 Don Brau- 
necker. 
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At the wing position, the veterans are 6-5 
Jeff Hendrix (12.4 points and 9.8 rebounds) 
and 6-3 George Wilson (3.7). Allan Jones 
MVP of last year’s frosh, who is 6-7, figures to 
get one of the jobs. He averaged 23.8 points 
and 12.8 rebounds. Another possibility is 6-5 
sophomore Rick Williams (22.1). Bob Holm, a 
6-7 senior, may also see some action. 

Coach Gary Colson will go with inexper- 
ience in the middle and this is his main con- 
cern. The job will most likely fall on the 
shoulders of 6-7 sophomore Billy Williams 
(10.3), backed up by 6-8 soph Larry Domke 
and 68, 245-pound freshman Mike 
Schroeder. 


LOYOLA (LA) 


Last year, Loyola (LA) posted an 11-15 
mark, including a 6-8 record in the West Coast 
Athletic Conference. The prospects are not 
good the team will be able to match either 
mark, especially with the opening three games 
against Southern Cal, Utah and Weber State, 
all on the road. 

Fifth-year head coach Dick Baker has 
three starters back, but it’s the two open 
‘spots that are causing him concern, 

Senior center Steve Smith (6-8), an All- 
WCAC choice last year when he averaged 21.1 
points and 14.3 rebounds, is the top returnee. 
Forward Don Shaw (6-5), who averaged 13.5 
points and 5.6 rebounds and 6-2 guard Scott 
Kay (11.0) are the other holdovers. 

The likely candidates for the open guard 
spot are 62 redshirt Randy Hunter, the 
1970-71 freshman squad's number two scorer 
(19.1), 6-2 Glen Hannah and 5-11 Lou Gray, 
who broke Loyola's frosh scoring record with 
a 26.6 norm. 

There are several prospects for the vacant 
forward spot but they all lack height. Baker 
will most likely call on senior Bill Thomason 
(6-4) an 8.2 scorer, 6-4 Joe Cullen or 6-6 
sophomore Brad Dean, The latter stand the 
best chance of starting. He averaged 25.3 
points and 15.8 rebounds for the frosh. 

Loyola also picked up an outstanding 
freshman prospect in Luther Philyaw, 6-2 
who was named the California Interscholastic 
Federation's AA Player of the Year. 


ST. MARY'S 


With only four holdovers from last year's 
team plus two junior college transfers—one a 
sophomore-St. Mary's, out of necessity, will 
be committed to a youth program. 

Mike Rozenski, a 6-8 sophomore is ex- 
pected to open at one forward position with 
the other up for grabs between 6-8 Craig 
Casault, a prep All-American from Michigan, 
and 6-8 Chris Thode, a transfer from Delta 
College (Cal.), Frank McNamara, a 6-5 junior, 
who averaged 2.2 points a game, will be the 
other reserve. 

The pivot position will be manned by 
either Lorne McKelvie, a 6-9 holdover from 
last year, or 6-10 Bill Range, the center on the 
freshman team. McKelvie averaged 3.8 points 
and five rebounds a game while seeing only 
spot duty. 

The success for coach Bruce Hale’s team, 
which was 9-17 overall (including two season- 
ending forfeits) and 3-11 in the WCAC will 
come from the back court. 

Providing he returns to school, the team's 
standout and likely high scorer will be Earl 


Brown. Last year, the 6-0 back court ace, 
averaged 14.1 points a game.

The Buffaloes return starters in 6-5 
forward Scott Wedman (12.7), swingman Lee 
Haven (9.2) and 6-1 senior guard Jerry Wright 
(9.1). 

Walseth will get back 6-5 forward Steve 
Aaker, who was a starter two years ago, but 
suffered a knee injury prior to the start of the 
season a year ago and missed the entire season 
as did top reserves Doug Mitchell, a 6-4 junior 
forward and 5-10 junior guard Bobby 
Hofman, who was slated to be a starter last 
year but joined Aaker and Mitchell in the 
hospital with knee injuries. 

Colorado will also get a boost from 6-6 
forward Bill Cole, who transferred from the 
Air Force Academy, where he was a starter 
two years ago. 

From last year’s average frosh team, the 
top newcomers appear to be 6-7 forward Stan

The Cardinals, who lost their entire start- 
ing five, had an outstanding freshman team 
which will provide immediate help. But the 
‘one missing piece, is a strong, big man which 
Clyde would have been. 

Louisville could, in fact, wind up with a 
6-2 junior college transfer handling the center 
spot, The Cardinals recruited Bill Butler of 
the national champion Vincennes team where 
he averaged 20 points and 16 rebounds a 
game, Butler, a great leaper, was the MVP in 
the Juco tournament. 

Bill Bunton, at 6-8, is the jest member 
of the squad, but he is on the thin side. He's a 
good outside shooter too, as evidenced by his 
showing as a freshman two years ago. 

The other up front spot will go to Ulysses 
Bridgeman, one of the great incoming sophs. 
He averaged 21.8 points and 12.6 rebounds 
for the Baby Cardinals. 

In the backcourt, it’s likely that a pair of 
sophs will get the starting assignments. Allen 
Murphy (6-5), the leading scorer on last year’s 
freshman team (23.8 points), is already being 
touted as Louisville's next All-American 
guard, following in the footsteps of Jim Price 
and Butch Beard. Redshirt sophomore, Terry 
Howard, who averaged 15 points a game two 
seasons ago, will join Murphy in the back- 
court.

BRADLEY 


Following an impressive 17-9 season, Brad- 
ley coach Joe Stowell is looking for a run at 
the Missouri Valley crown this time around. 
He has six lettermen returning from the club 
which finished 8-6 in the Conference. 

Heading up the experienced returnees will 
be 1972 Sophomore-of-the-Year in the MVC, 
6-6 Seymour Reed. He averaged 10.9 points 
and 7.5 rebounds a game and was outstanding 
on defense. 

The other veterans are 6-7 Sam Allen 
(7.6), 6-3 Mike Harrell (5.2), 6-1 Dave Klo- 
bucher (4.9), 6-1 Doug Shank (6.3) and 56 
Henry Thomas (1.4). 

Other returning squad members are 6-5

‘Stowell’s biggest problem will be replacing

NEW MEXICO STATE 


New Mexico State, led by fabulous guard 
John Williamson joins the Missouri Valley 
Conference this season and has a chance to 
take the league championship. They are favor- 
ites to win the Western Division. 

A lot of things will have to fall into place 
for coach Lou Henson, who has put together 
‘one of the best coaching records in the coun- 
try since taking over in 1966, He has com 
piled a 129-39 mark and took the Aggies to 
five consecutive NCAA playoffs prior to last 
season's 20-6 finish when they were bypassed. 

He has six lettermen returning, including 
three starters. Williamson, of course, will be 
the key player. As a sophomore, he averaged 
27.1 points per game, the sixth best scoring 
norm in the nation, In the process, Williamson 
set three school records. 

Senior Captain Truman Ward (6-6), who 
averaged 13.1 points and 10.2 rebounds a 
game, will start for the third consecutive sea- 
son at forward. He'll be joined by either jun- 
ior Hal Robinson (5.0 & 6.8), a part-time 
starter last year, or 6-8, 220-pound Jim Bos- 
tic, the leader of last year’s frosh with 24.1 
points and 17.4 rebounds. 

Other possibilities up front include letter- 
man Bill Ford and sophomores Allan Graham 
and Mike Pool. 

In the backcourt, with Williamson, is a 
mixture of experience and inexperience, al- 
though some of it is partially proven.

Wichita State is likely headed for a post 
season tournament bid at the conclusion of 
the 1972-73 season.

There may not be a better guard tandom 
in the nation than Wichita’s duo of 6-4 Vince 
Smith and 6-2 Bob Wilson. 

Smith averaged 15.3 points and topped 
the Shockers in free throw shooting with

-722. He also hit .503 from the field, mostly 
‘on long range jumpers. 

Wilson was first team Junior College All- 
American at Northeastern (Col.) where he 
averaged 30.4 points per game. Wilson was 
selected as an alternate to the U.S. Olympic 
team, just missing a berth. He is possessed of 
superb ball handling and passing skills. 

Last year, Wilson averaged 8.2 assists, shot 
.575 from the floor and hit .820 from the free 
throw line. He also had a 10.1 rebounding 
average. 

Reserve strength in the backcourt will be 
provided by 6-4 Virgil Tucker, who broke his 
foot after the fourth game of the season, 
averaging 9.5 points during his tenure, and 
Art Louvar, a 6-4 sometime starter, who fin- 
ished with a 6.5 norm. 

Frontline strength will be something else 
with 6-8 All-MVC pivot Terry Benton and 6-6 
forward scoring leader Ron Harris gone. 

Junior pivot Randy Wilson, a 6-9 reserve 
and JC transfer 6-7 Floyd Holmes, along with 
freshman 6-9 Rudy Jackson will battle for the 
job. 

The forwards will come from among Bill 
Lang, Greg Boxberger, “Gentle” Ben Garner, 
Bill Lang, Rich Morsden and Nate Revels. 
Jackson can also go to the corner. 


NORTH TEXAS STATE 


North Texas State will have a young team, 
but one with potential. Much of coach Gene 
Robbins success will depend on the ability of 
his big men. 

Only one starter, 6-4 Jeryl Sasser (11.8) is 
back. As was the case much of last season, 
when the Eagles were 8-18 overall and 2-12 in 
the Missouri Valley Conference, Sasser will 
probably wind up alternating with John Cole- 
man, a 6-4 senior, who averaged 5.9 points a 
game. 

The other forward spot will go to the 
heralded Bobby Iverson, a 6-6 sophomore, 
who averaged 27 points and 13.4 rebounds 
with the freshmen last year. He was a first- 
team high school All-American and one of 
Robbins first recruits when he took over the 
head coaching job. 

North Texas lacks a real big man so the 
job will likely go to 6-7%, 225-pound Stanley 
Blackmon, who was a standout with Hutchin- 
son Junior College. Blackmon averaged 18.5 
points and 12 rebounds a game, hitting a 
record 39 markers in the regional tournament. 

The top backcourt candidate is 6-3 senior 
Bill Cox, who missed the first month of last 
season with a broken foot and was never in 
peak form. He appeared in 13 games with 5.8 
average with a high of 17 against Louisville. 
Another sophomore, 6-2 Tony Wright, who 
scored more than 4,000 points in a high 
school career, or Denny Wuthrich, who aver- 
aged 15.4 points, will be the other guard. 

Other lettermen returning are Bill Ether- 
ridge, Stew Marquis and John Tucker. Red- 
shirts last year were Glenn Buntin, who trans- 
ferred from Oral Roberts and Jim Gallman 
from Georgia Tech.

Returning are the “middle” men, both 
and production wise from last year's unit. 
Leading the letter winners is 6-7 Lee Griffin, 
who averaged 9.2 points a game; Chester 
Green (7.5); late season starter Steve Baldwin 
(5.1), plus Knot Johnson, Mark Wattier and 
Mike Moore. 

Coming up from last year’s freshman team 
will be former Illinois All-Stater Tom Wilkins, 
who averaged 19 points a game. Also 6-6 
Charlie Bassett (17.0) and Jim Weaver (15.1). 

Menfee went back to his ever-flowing well 
of talent, Tyler Junior College, to sign two 
outstanding players, 6-6 Charlie McKinney 
and 6-5 Jerry Ahart; dipped into the Calif- 
ornia ranks for two more 6-9 Floyd Allen and 
6-0 guard Steve Dalland and added Texas JCer 
Mike Luce (6-1).

They don’t 
figure to battle for the conference crown and 
will have to fight to avoid the cellar. 


RICE 


Rice went all the way from winning the 
Southwest Conference title to a disasterous 
6-20 mark in 1971-72. The team won only 
one game in league play and suffered losses to 
38 and 48 points to Wake Forest and North 
Carolina, respectively. The Owls were 1-14 on 
the road. 

Coach Don Knodel is dynamic and won't 
be down for long. His staff went out and 
recruited a half dozen prep stars from five 
states extending from Pennsylvania to I linois. 

Guards Arnold Coleman, Chuck Saus and 
Chuck Daniels, along with front court players 
Willie Hamilton, Bill Sparker and Steve Luk- 
ingbeal could all see action this year as fresh- 
men. 

There's plenty of height up front for the 
Owls with 6-10 Mark Wehrle and 6-9 Steve 
Emshoff back. Wehrle averaged 10.3 points 
and 5.8 rebounds a game while Emshoff hit 
for a 9.6 norm and collected 5.9 rebounds. 

Also back from last season’s squad are 
John Kabbes (8.1 points and 5.3 rebounds), 
John Mott (7.0), while Tim Moriarty, a Wis- 
consin recruit, who make All-SWC freshman 
team, Danny Carroll, Paul Scott and Darryl 
Hughes are up from the yearlings, which 
weren't much better overall with a 2-11 mark. 

Knodel surprised everyone by winning the 
conference championship in 1971. He'll abso- 
lutely astound the basketball world if he can 
perform a miracle of that magnitude this sea- 
son. Rice seems destined for last place so 
Knodel is likely to give his frosh a lot of 
playing time and work for next year.
